That hereafter the terms of the Quarterly Court of 
Clarke county shall be held on the Tuesdays next after 
the second Mondays in January* April, July, and October, 
instead of the second Mondays in those months, as now 
required by law.

CHAPTER 164. 
AN ACT concerning the PenitentiArj. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commcnwealih 

of Kentucky: 

^ 1. That the Keeper of the Penitentiary shall be elect- 

KMportobe ed by the Legislature on joint ballot, and shall hold his 

eieeted. ofBce for four years, subject to the liabilities, terms, and 

conditions, and entitled to the rights, privileges, and ad- 
vantages as prescribed in this act, to- wit: 

jPlfr^^ The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund shall 
maia!iSt*\'nd loan to the Keeper ten thousand dollars in raw materials, 
\Sm in uie (^^ ^^ received by the State from the out-going Keeper,) 
Keeper. and in money during his term of office, for which he shall 

pay to them, annually, interest, at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum, until the principal is returned; and for the 
payment of the principal and interest shall execute bond 
to said Commissioners, with sufficient sureties, to be ap- 
proved by them. 
Keeper to bare Second, The Keeper shall have the use and control of 
?/ Ae"**iE5SlI tt« P^ni^ntiary, and all the buildings attached thereto, 
tiee. together with all the machinery, fixtures, tools, and other 

* property of the State therein, and receive and have all 

the proceeds of the labor of the convicts therein, and all 
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the profits and emoluments from the operations of the 
Penitentiary, and shall be bound to keep in good order all 
the buildings, machinery, fixtures, tools, and other proper- 
ty, and return all the property so received by him in as 
good order as when the same shall have been received 
by him, unavoidable accidents by fire, as respects the 
buildings and machinery, only, excepted. 

TTnrd. The Keeper shall be bound to pay into the 
Treasury, to the credit of the Sinking Fund, at the end of 
each year of his term of office, the sum of twehe thous- 
and dollars. 

Fourth. In the event of a fire occurring in the institu- 
tion, without any fault on the part of the Keeper, his as- 
sistants, or guards, the General Assembly, if in session, and 
if not, the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, shall cause 
to be erected, as soon as practicable, such other perma- 
nent and suitable buildings as they may deem best for the 
interest oi the State, not exceeding in cost ten thousand 
dollars, to be paid out of any. money in the Treasury to 
the credit of the Sinking Fund ; and the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund shall make such deduction from the 
annual sum to be paid by the Keeper as they may deem 
equitable and just for the loss of the use of the buildings; 
and their decision shall be subject to the ratification of the 
Legislature. The cost of erecting the necessary tempo- 
rary buildings shall be borne by the Keeper, and no allow- 
ance is to be made to him therefor. 

fifth. If, during the term of office of the Keeper, the 
Commmissioners of the Sinking Fund shall deem it ne- 
cesaary to cause additional machinery to be erected, the 
State shall pot, under any circumstances, be chargable 
with a sum therefor exceeding ten thousand dollars ; and 
the Keeper shall give bond, with adeqOate security, to be 
approved by the Governor, chat he \Vill return the ma- 
chinery SO erected in as good order as when erected, and 
will pay the State annuaHy six per cent, per annum in- 
terest on the amount expended in erecting such machinery. 
The State reserves to itself the right of purchasing from 
the Keeper of the Penitentiary, at the termination of his 
term of office, a^t a fair cash value, any machinery which 
he may erect at his own cost in the Penitentiary. 

Sixth. If any of the amounts herein required to be 
paid by the Keeper of the penitentiary shall remain un- 
paid for ten days after the same shall become due and 
payable, it shall be the duty of the commissioners of the 
sinking fund to eause a judgment to be rendered against 
the Keeper and his. sureties, at the next or any succeed- 
ing term of the Franklin Circuit Court, for the amount 
so due and unpaid, by motion, in the manner, and with 
like penalties that judgments are, or shall be rendered 
against defaulting sherifis or other collectors of the pub- 
lic money* 
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Seventh. The said Keeper, in addition to the payment 
of said sums of money, shall, at his own expense, furnish 
the necessary guards, feed and clothe the convicts, giv- 
ing them coffee at least once every day, appoint his own 
clerk, and pay him for his services, farnish all necessary 
beds and bedding for the cells, pay the liberation money 
to the convicts, all necessary physicians' bills, and all the 
necessary expenses in maintaining and carrying on said 
institution, and save the state harmless of all expense 
connected with the management of the same during his 
term of office. 

' Eighth. The Governor shall appoint three inspectors of 
the penitentiary, one of whom shall be a practicing phy* 
sician, who shall hold their offices for two years, unless 
sooner removed by the Governor. It shall be the duty of 
the inspectors to examine into all matters connected with 
the government, discipline, and police of the penitentia- 
ry, and make a report thereof every three iftonths to the 
governor. The penitentiary shall be visited at least once 
each week, by two of said inspectors, and as much often- 
er as shall be prescribed by the Governor or Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund. Each inspector shall receive 
one hundred dollars per annum for his services, payable 
out of any money in the treasury to the credit of the 
sinking fund. No inspector of the penitentiary shall be- 
come interested, directly or indirectly, in the profits there- 
of, or of its management. 

Ninth. The Keeper shall employ one or more reputa- 
ble physicians, whose duty it shall be to examine into the 
health and situation of each convict, and report to the 
Governor whether any convict is engaged in any work 
which is ii^jurious to his health, or whether any convict 
is kept at work when, from disease, he is unfit for labor; 
whereupon it shall be the duty of the Governor to cause 
said convict to be changed to other work, or relieved from 
work until said physician shall pronounce his health sufli- 
ciently restored for labor. The keeper shall give written 
information to the Governor, of his employment of a 
physician, and of each change of employment. 

Tenth. If the Keeper of the penitentiary fail or refuse 
to comply with the obligations imposed on him by this 
act, or shall be guilty of any malfeasance in office, the 
Governor shall have full power, and it shall be his duty, 
to remove him forthwith. 

Eleventh. In the event of the death or removal from 
office of the Keeper of the penitentiary, the Governor, 
Secretary of State, and Auditor shall make a contract 
with a suitable person to take charge of the penitentiary, 
according to the provisions of this act, until the next en- 
suing meeting of tbe General Assembly, and until a new 
Keeper be elected and qualified. 
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Twdfth. Before the Penitentiary shall be placed in the 
charge of the Keeper who shall be elected by the Legis- 
lature, he shall execute bond, with sufficient sureties, to 
be approved by the Governor^ to the Commonwealth, for 
his faithful performance of the duties of his office, and 
compliance with the provisions of this act. 

TkirteentA* All laws relating to the Penitentiary, in 
conflict with the provisions of this act, are repealed; and 
all laws not inconsistent with its provisions shall remain 
in full force, until changed by the Legislature. Nothing 
kerein contained shall prevent the Legislature from pass- 
ing such laws as may be deemed necessary to the welfare 
and reformation ef the convictSv 

§ 2. The raw materials which may, be on hand at the 
expiration of the Keeper's term of office, not exceeding 
eight thousand dollars in vcdue, and which shall be suita- 
ble for the manufactures conducted in the Penitentiary, 
may be received by the State, at a fair wholesale cash* 
valuation, in payment of so much of the loan to said. 
Keeper, and shall be delivered to the in-coming Keeper 
at the same valuation, in part of the ten thousand dollars 
directed to be loaned to him by the first sub-division of 
section one. The valuation shall be made by three com- 
petent and disinterested persons, one seleeted by the out-' 
going Keeper, one by the in-coming Keeper, and one by 
tike Sinking Fund Commissioners, who shall be duly sworn 
to discharge their duties fairly and impartially, and to the 
best of their skill an4 judgment, before proceeding to 
make the valuation. Both the out- going and in-coming 
Keepers shall have a rij^ht to be present at the valuation. 
If either Keeper fail to select a valuer^ the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund shall make the selection in his 
stead. 

§ 3. In order to determine the condition in which the 
machinery, fixtures, tools, and other property may be 
when received, and when returned by the Keeper, a val- 
uation of the same, at the commencement and at the ter- 
mination of the Keeper^s term of office, shall be made by 
three skillful and disinterested persons, selected by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, who shall be duly 
sworn to discharge their duties fairly and impartially, a\id 
to the best of their skill and judgment, before making the 
valuation. The outgoing and in-coming Keeper shall 
be entitled to be present at the valuation. 

§ i. The clothing of the convicts, the bed and bedding 
of the cells, and other necessary fiirniture of the Peni- 
tentiary^ shall, in like manner^ be valued aA the com 
mencement and termination of tike KeepeiPs term of 
office, by appraisers appointed by the Commiesionevs of 
the Sinking Fund; and the Keeper shall be bound to

§ 5. In the event of the death or removal from office of

mmdo. appraisers appointed by the Commissioners of the Sink- 

ing Fund, who shall be sworn as provided in said sec- 
tions, before making said valuations. The valuations 
prescribed in this and the preceeding sections shall be 
written out, and the articles so enumerated or described, 
as to be identified, subscribed by the appraisers, and filed 
with the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and by them 
preserved. 
§ 6. The provisions of the first section of this act shall 
Pf«Ttoioiu not not apply to the present Keeper and lessee, whose rights, 

^iffil^r^ duties, and responsibilities shall be determined by the 

laws in force before the passage of this act, and the con- 
tract of lease entered into between him and the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund.

meanders thereof, to the gap in the ridge between Fer- 
riirs creek and Sexton's creek ; thence a straight line to 
the burned cabins, where George Rader once ]ived ; 
thence a straight line to one of the lines of the afore* 
said Ballard Smith's survey, near the old Thomas Chest- 
out place, on a fork of Sexton's creek ; thence with a 
line of the same, eastwardly, to a corner of said survey, 
on the top of a ridge; thence with the dividing ridge be* 
tween the waters of Sexton and Island creeks, and a 
branch of Sturgeon creek, to the gap in the ridge near 
the old James Bates place; thence a straight line to M.

day, of the county of Madison; Ewing Gipson, of the rorami«8ionera 
county of Owsley; R. T. Benton, of the county of Estill; J^rtuS?!* ***** *' 
T. T- Garrard, of the county of Clay; Levi Jackson, of 
the county of Laurel; and James D. Ballard, of the coun-' 
ty of Rockcastle, who are hereby appointed Commission- 
ers for that purpose, a majority of whom may act, after 
having been duly qualified faithfully to discharge the du« 
ties of the trust herein assigned them. Said Commission- 
ers shall meet at the residence of John Morris, on the

CHAPTER 39a 

AN ACT r«gu1tling the tale of partnership property, taken in excoution, for 

the septifute debt of one of the parinero. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealik 
of Kenbucky : 

5 1. That whenever a Sheriff, or other ofiicer, shall levy 
an execution upon properly or effects held jointly or in 
partnership by the debtor, in the execution with others, 
to satisfy the separate debt of such debtor, the sheriff or 
other officer shall not proceed to make sale thereof ex* 
cept as hereinatlter provided, if the person or persons, or 
any of them holJins^ :4ach joint or partnership interest 
with the debtor, shall assert an equit€U[)le or other claim 
thereto, and, in writihg, notify the oQioerof the existence 
of such claim. 

( 3. When any such levy \% made the ofiicer shall give 
notice thereof, in writing, to the other joint owners or 
partners, if resident in his county, or to the agent, if anyi 
of any i>uch joint owners or partners who are absent or 
non-resident; and if such joint owners or partners shall, 
thereafter, .for the space of fifteen days, fail to give the 
officer notice of his claim, the officer shall then proceed 
to advertise and sell the property so levied upon. 

§ 3. When a daim is asserted by the joint owners or 
partners to the property levied upon, the officer shall not, 
by virtue of his levy, deprive the joint owners or partners 
■of the posaesaion of the property levied upon, except 'for 
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the purpose of making an inventory thereof, and having 
the same appraised. 

§ 4. The officer shall proceed to have the property lev- 
ied upon appraised as provided in section 714, of the 
Civil Code. He shall return the inventory and appraise- 
ment with the execution to the office from which it is- 
sued; and in his return shall state all the facts connected 
with the levy by him, and the claim, if any, set up by 
the joint owner or owners. 

§ 5. The execution creditor shall have a lien upon the 
property levied upon, such as is given by law to execu- 
tions in the hands of the officer, and which shall continue 
until the levy is disposed of. 

^ 6. Upon the execution being returned by the officer, 
that he had levied the same upon property in which the 
debtor was joint ow^ner or partner, and that the same was 
claimed by the other joint owners or partnerc*, the execu- 
tion creditor may proceed, by equitable proceedings, to 
Bubject to the patisfaction of his execution the interest of 
the debtor so levied upon.

believe that any person has violated any of the provis- 
ions of the law aforesaid, within their respective counties, 
it shall be his duty to issue his warrant, directed to the 
SherifT, Town Marshal, or any Constable of the county, 
commanding him to summon the person so offending to 
appear before the Judge or Justice, on the day named in 
the warrant, to anwer the charge ; and to summon a jury 
for the trial of the case. If the defendant is found 
guilty of the charge, the officer before whom the warrant 
is returned, shall enter a judgment for the fine imposed 
by the finding of said jury, under said act, and all costs, 
one-half of which fine shall go to the informer, and 
the other half to the trustee of the jury fund. 

$ 2. The officer trying the case, as directed in the fore- 
going section, shall enter a judgment forfeiting, the de- 
fendant's license to sell spirituous liquors, if any have 
been granted to him. When the defendant appears at 
the trial, and is fined by the court or officer trying him, he 
shall stand committed to the jail of the county, until the 
fine and costs are paid. The defendant, however, may 
be permitted to replevy said fine and costs for three 
months, as other fines are now authorized to be replevied, 
by giving good security. A capias ad satisfaciendum may 
issue upon all judgn^ents authorized by this act, and the 
act to which this is an amendment, and 'upon replevin 
bonds taken under the same. 

§ 3. That none of the County Courts of the Common- 
wealth shall have power to grant a license to sell spiritu- 
ous liquors to any person who may have been convicted 
under this act, or the act to which this is an amendment, 
until three years after the said conviction.

§ 1. That an act, entitled, " an a6t to amend an act to 
authorize the entry of vacant lands west of the Tennes- 
see river, and for other purposes,'* approved the 2d day 
of March, 1844, together with all the laws revived by 
said act, be and they are hereby re-enacted and declared 
to be in full force and effect. 

§ 2. That all the official acts of the Receiver of Pub- 
lic Moneys for the Land District West of the Tennessee 
river, under and pursuant to said act, and the laws revived 
thereby, are hereby confirmed and declared to be valid 
and effectual to all intents and purposes.

3d. After the termination of the present charters, and 
after this act takes efiect, as to each of said banks, 
neither of them shall at any time have in circulation a 
greater amount than the actual capital paid in.- 

4th. In one year from the Ist day of June, 1858, the 
Northern Bank shall establish a branch in the town of 
Glasgow, in the county of Barren,, with a capital of 
$150,000. 

The Bank of Kentucky shall establish a branch at the^ 
town of Columbus, in the county of Hickman, with a 
capiul of $150,000. 

And the Bank of Louisville shall establish a branch at 
the town of Burksville, in Cumberland county, with a 
capital of $150,000. 

9 2. That said banks shall not invest in bills of ex- 
change more than double the amount of the notes dis- 
counted and suspended debt and other investment of said 
bank bearing six per cent, interest, excluding from the 
computation of bills of exchange the remittances which 
said bank may make for collection at poinds where the 
funds may accumulate. 

$ 3. That the stockholders of the several banks afore- 
said, shall, within one year from the lOtb of May, 1858, 
by a vote of a majority of all the stockholders, given at a 
stated or called meeting, determine whether they will 
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accept the proposed extensions. The Governor of this 
Commonwealth shall have the povirer, by person, or in 

Erozy, to vote the stock of the Commonwealth, and each 
ank accep^ng the provisions of this act, in the mode 
aforesaid, shall notify the Governor of the Commonwealth 
the acceptance, by the certificate of the President and 
Directors of such banks, and when notice is thus given, 
this act shall be considered in full force and effect as to 
such bank. 

§ 4. That said banks shall issue no bills or bank notes, 
checks, or orders to circulate as mone}*, of a less denomi* 
nation than $5; and after 1870, they shall issue no bills 
or notes, checks, or orders, to circulate as money, of a 
less denomination than $10; and said banks shall redeem^ 
before 1865, all their notes and bills of a less denomina- 
tion than $5, and shall not pay out the same again after 
that date; and said banks shall redeem before 1870 all 
their bills and notes of a less denomination than $10, and 
shall not pay out the same again after that date. 

§ 5. That no part of the capital of either of said banks 
shall be used in the purchase of bills, or discount of notes, 
beyond the limits of this State ; but money received by 
either of said bankd, in payment of bills purchased or 
discounted within this State, and payable at points be- 
yond its limits, may be re-invested out of this State in 
bills of exchange, having not more than ninety days to 
run, and nothing herein shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent either of said banks from receiving any bill or note 
out of the State, in payment or settlement of any bad or 
doubtful debt. 

§ 6. That the Bank of Kentuckv, the Northern Bank of

AN ACT to anend the charter of the Bank of Ashland. 

Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the CommonioeaHh 
of Kentucky: 

§1. That the restri<itions imposed upon the Bank of 
Ashland and its branches, by the 35th section of the char- 
ter of said Bank, be and the same are hereby removed, 
except that said Bank shall not, at any time, buy or deal 
in that class of bills known by the name of ^^kites,^^ 

$2. That said Bank shall not invest in bills of ex- 
change more than double the amount of the notes dis-' 
connted and suspended debt and other investment of said 
Bank, bearing six per cent, interest, excluding from the 
eomputation of bills-«of exchange the remittances, which 
said Bank may make for collection at points where the 
funds may accumulate. 

§ 3. That said Bank shall issue no bills or bank notes,

act pay out the same again after that date. 

$4. That no part of the capital of said Bank shall be

Whereas, an act passed by the legislature of the state 
of Tennessee, entitled, an act to appoint Commissioners 
to re-mark the state lines between Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, east of the Mississippi river, has been presented 
tp the General Assembly of Kentucky for its considera- 
tion ; and in order to have the line between the state of 
Kentucky and Tennessee re-marked. 

Be it enacted by the General Afsembly rf the Canmumtoealth 

of KenltLcky: 

$ 1. That two persons be appointed by the Governor of 

eiMera^teep^ the state, to meet such Commissioners as may be ap- 

peJsMjor Hie pointed by the state of Tennessee, to run and re-mark 

the line between the states of Tennessee and Kentucky : 
beginning on the east bank of the Mississippi river, run- 
ning thence to the eastern boundary of the state of Ken- 
tacky, putting up a large stoneevery/ive miles: Prwidedi 
When rock or stone cannot be conveniently had, posts of 
some durable wood be substituted. Thatsaid Commission- 
ers shall have full power and authority, and it is hereby 
made their duty, to employ b, field party ^ to consist of one 
engineer, one surveyor, one back-sight-man, and one axe- 
man, and such others as may be necessary. The engi- 
neer and surveyor to be well qualified to make said sur- 
vey upon scientific principles. Said Commissioners to 
superintend the work. 
§ 2. That a copy of this act shall be transmitted by the

\ 6. That said Commissioners shall cause to be prepar- 
ed and tiled in the office of the Secretary of iState, a care- 
ful and full topographical map of the survey thus made, 
exhibiting the features of the country, and embodying all 
the geographical inforqiation that can be incidentally ob^ 
taioed in making such survey.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commomoeakh

eiffiiai. $1. That there is hereby established a Bank of Depos- 

it, in the city of Louisville, with a capital of five hun- 
dred thousad dollars, in shares of one hundred dollars 
each, to be subscribed and paid for as hereinafter specifi- 
ed, and the subscribers, their associates, successors, and 
assigns, shall be a body politic and corporate, by the 
name and style of the Merchants Bank, and shall so con- 
tinue for twenty years from the passage of this act; and 
•hall be capable of contracting and being contracted 
with, of suing and being sued^ of impleading and being 
impleaded, of answering and defending iri all courts and 
places whatever; they may have a common seal, and 
change and renew the same at pleasure; they shall have 
power to receive gold and silver and bank notes on de- 
posit^ and loan the same on public and private securities;

sons or order, or to said bank, and negotiable and paya- 
ble at their banking house, or at any bank, and endorsed 
to and discounted by them, shall be and they are hereby 
put upon the footing of foreign bills of exchange, and like 
remedy may be had thereon, jointly and severally, against 
the drawers and endorsers, and with like effect except as 
to damages; and they may allow interest on deposits, or 
allow depositors to share in the profits of said bank, in 
snch manner and on such terms as may be prescribed by 
by-laws. 
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§ 9-* The said corporation may acquire, hold, possess, 1858. 
ase, occupy, and enjoy all such real estate, goods, and Ma hold real 
chattels, as shall be convenient for the transaction of its ssute. 
bosiness, or ^lehich may be conveyed to it as surety for any 
debt, or purchased in satisfaction of any debt, judgment, 
or decree, and sell and convey the same; and they may 
make such by-laws, for their government, as they may 
deem necessary: Provided ^ the same be not contrary to 
the constitution and laws of this State, or of the United 
States.

That it may be lawful for that class of artists call- 
ed painters, to dispose of pictures the entire creation of 
their pencil and individual art, in shares; and it may be 
lawful for them to determine, by lot, to what shareholder 
in a picture the same shall belong: Provided, That this 
act shall not be construed to apply to any other purpose 
than is set forth above : And, provided j That none but 
citizen artists, residents of this commonwealth, shall avail 
themselves of its benefits. 

§ 2. Any one violating the provisions of the above act 
shall be subject to all the penalties of the law in relation 
to lotteries. This act shall take effect from its passage.

Mqni^arrat, Wm. A. Dackwall, and John M. Hueaton^ and 
their aaMciateti and suoc^ssoDs^are hereby constituted a 
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1858. body corporate and politic, by the name of the Portland 
" Savings Institution, and as such shall possess and exer- 

cise all the powers, privileges, and rights of a body cor- 
porate, and all the powers granted by this act for the 
term of twenty-five years, from and after the passage of 
this act; with a capital not exceeding two hundred thoa- 
sand dollars, which shall be divided into shares of one 
hundred dollars each. 

§ 2. That the above named corporators, together with 
such others as may be associated with them, shall have 
power, and are hereby authorized to elect, at such times 
and places as may be convenient, a President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Attorney, and such other officers as they may 
deem needful for the transaction of their corporate busi- 
ness, and to take security from any such officers for the 
faithful performance of their duties ; and to make and 
enforce such by-laWs, not inconsistent with public law, 
as may be necessary for the conduct of said business. 

^ 8. That said corporation may commence basinesa 
from the time of their organization under this act. 

( 4. That said coiporatlon shall h&ve power, and they 
are hereby authorized, to receive on deposit, gold and 
silver coin, and bank notes, and issue certificates thereon, 
and allow such interest as may be agreed upon, and to 
loan the same at legal rates of interest, and to purchase 
and collect and dispose of bonds and bills, and to discount 
notes, but in no case at a greater rate of exchange, in- 
terest, OP discount, than is allowed by law to the bank of 
Kentucky ; and to purchase and hold such real and per- 
sonal estate as may be convenient for the transaction of 
its business ; also, to take and hold any real and person- 
al estate as security to secure the payment of any debt 
due said corporation ; or to purchase real and personal 
estate at any sale made in virtue of any judgmeat at 
law or decree in equity in favor of said corporation; to 
feceivct in satisfation of any debt due to said corpora- 
tion, any real or personal estate, and to hold the same so 
long as will enable s^id corporation to dispose of the 
same advantageously. 

§ 5. That the corporators aforementioned, or a majori- 
ty of them, may meet at some convenient time and place 
in the town of Portland, of which due notice shall be 
given through some newspaper published in the city of 
Louisville, at which meeting they may open books and 
receive subscriptions to the stock of said institution: 
Provided, however^ that the company shall not commence 
business until the sum of five dollars shall have been 
paid upon each share subscribed. 

§ 6. That said said corporation shell have all the rights 
and privileges of the chartered Savings Institutions of 
the State, and shalt have a lien on the stock for debts dae 
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them, before other creditors, except the State, and for 
taxes. 

( 7. This charter, and all the privileges and rights 
therein granted, shall be forfeited by any violation of the 
provisions thereof, by any of the officers of the institu- 
tioo, and also by the failure or refusal, upon the part of 
the officers thereof, to pay any tax imposed upon the in- 
stitution by the general laws of this State. 

( 8. The Circuit Courts of Jefferson and Franklin Coun- 
ties shall each have jurisdiction to try and declare the 
forfeiture of this charter, upon the petition of the Attor- 
ney General or Commonwealth's Attorney, specifying the 
acts of forfeiture relied on. 

( 9. The General Assembly reserves the right to exam- 
ine into the condition, business, and affairs of the institu- 
tion, by any person or committee selected or appointed 
for that purpose, at any time, and in such manner as the 
General Aflsembly may direct.

The war of the rev- 
olution achieved our liberty; the war of 1612 secured )br 
us and our posterity our free institutions forever. In less 
than forty years after our revolutionary struggle a grate- 
ful Congress of the United States passed a general pen- 
sion law for the benefit of the surviving officers and sol- 
diers of that Immortal conflict, at a time when the Pub- 
lic Treasury was empty, the nation poor in all its resour- 
ces, and heavy war debts hanging over us. Now the 
nation is rich, its resources almost infinite, and no debt 
pressing upon us for payment, is it unreasonable to ask that 
similar justice be done to the grey headed survivors of the 
war of 1812, and to the widows and children of those who 
are dead?

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CHAPTER 8. 
AN AOT to incorporate the Paroqaet Springs Companj^ 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Communwoedth 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That Levi Tyler, Wm. Gay, Thomas Slevin, Ed. H. 
c»rpentor*i Summers, F. G. Murphy, Richard H. Field, and Samuel 
Stedman, with their associates, shall be and are hereby 
created a body politic and corporate, under the style and 
name of the Paroquet Springs Company ; and by that 
name shall have corporate ex id^ence and succession, with 
the rights and privileges of a corporation for specific 
purposes; and may contract and be contracted with, sue 
and be sued, have and use a corporate seal, and make, 
ordain, and put in force, the necessary and proper by- 
laws for the government of said corporation, and the 
management of its financial and incideatal affairs. 

§ 2. That the capital stock of the Paroquet Springs 
Company, shall not exceed two hundred thousand dollars, 
divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, which 
shall be personal estate, and pass by written transfer on 
the books of the corporation, in* such manner as the by- 
laws shall prescribe. 

^ 3. That the persons named in the first section of this 
p*w«naB4 act, shall be the first Board of Directors of the <^orpora- 
tion, and they shall elect one of their own body as the 
President of the board; the President and Directors shall 
keep a record of the proceedings, and may appoint a sec- 
retary, and such other oflicers anJ agents as they may 
think necessary for the management of the corporate bu- 
siness, and take bond and security for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties confided to each. 

§ 4. The President and Directors may purchase the 
Paroquet Springs, in Bullitt county, Kentucky, either for 
cash or stock in the corporation, as they may agree with 
the proprietors, and with the springs not exceeding three 
hundred acres of land, and may improva the same as a 
watering place, for the accommodation of the public, by 
building the necessary hotels, cottages, bath rooms, sta- 
bles, and other buildings, ietnd furnish, or cause the same 
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to be furnished, and keep, or cause said springs to be kept, 
. as a watering place for the accommodation of the pubfic, 
by themselves, their agents, or tenants. 

§5. In improving said springs they may contract with 
a tenant or tenants to construct the necessary buildings, 
and pay for the same in the stock of the company, or in 
the rents of the springs, or part stock and part rent, or 
part cash. 

4 6. They may agree with the proprietors as to the 
capita) stock of the company, not exceeding two hundred 
thousand dollars, and the rate at which the stock may be 
sold for the improvement of the springs, and also as to the 
amount for which the corporation may mortgage the 
springs for their improvement, but such mortgage shall 
not exceed the amount of the capital stock. 

§ 7. The first Board of Directors shall continue in office 
eighteen months after the passage of this act, unless a 
majority of the stockholders shall choose seven other di- 
rectors to succeed them, upon ten days public notice, by 
the stockholders to the number of fifty shares, in one or 
more ne^'-spapers published in Louisville and Bardstown^ 
of the time and place of such election. 

§ 8. AtYer the first Board of Directors go out of office, 
there shall be an annual election of a board of seven 
directors to manage the affairs of the company, at such 
time and place, and upon such notice, as the by-laws 
shall prescribe; but the existing board shall continue un- 
til their successors shall be elected and qualified ; and 
when a vacancy, from any cause, shall exisiit in the board, 
a majority of the remaining shall elect another director 
to supply the vacancy, until the next election of stock- 
holders. No person shall be eligible as a director who is 
Dot also a stockholder. 

§ 9. The President and Directors shall cause a full and 
detailed account of the transactions of the company to be 
made on the 1st of January of each year, and a printed 
copy furnished to each stockholder whose residence is 
known to them, and also a full and detailed account at 
each meeting of the stockholders. 

§ 10. The said corporation shall be limited to the pur- 
chase and improvement of said springs, and the necessary 
accommodations of the public, at the same, by them- 
selves, their agents, or tenants, with the real and person- 
al estate necei^sary for that purpbse, and the corporate 
powers necessary and proper to effect the same.

shall have or assert the lien specified in said act; and 
that sub-contractors, workmen employed, and material- 
men, furnishmg materials for building, shall in no wise 
assert said lien, unless they have contracted with the 
owner. 

§ 2. That this act, and the act to which this is an 
amendment, shall apply to the county of Graves. 

( 3. This act shall take effect from its passage.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonioealth 
if Kentucky : 

§ 1. That Charles B. Coons, Thomas J. Pickett, James corpowtoit. 
Barboar, Marcas A. Finch, Thomas A. Matthews, Wil- 
liam S. McKibben, Samuel W. McKibben, George W. 
CoQDs, Francis L. Cieaveland, John Stockton, and Harri- 
son Taylor, and their successors, are hereby created a 
body politic and corporate, under the name and style of Nanoaadiiyie, 
the *'Union Oil and Coal Company;" and by that name *** 
shall have perpetual succession, may contract and be 
contracted with, sue and be sued, plead and be implead- 
ed, in all courts and places; hs^ve a common seal, and 
alter the same at pleasure; may make all necessary by- 
laws and regulations for the government of the said coni- 
pany, not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of 
the States of Virginia and Kentucky, or of the United 
States. 

§ 2. That said company shall have power and authori- dattoi^*"*"* 
tj to appoint any one or more of its members, or other 
person or persons, to manage, control, and direct the bu- 
sinesis of said company, according to the by-laws, rules, . 
and regulations which may, from time to time, be adopt- 
ed by said company for its government and the transac- 
tion of its business. 

§8. The capital stock of said company shall be one capital itort. 
million of dollars, with power to increase it six hundred 
thousand dollars more, to be divided, into shares of one 
hundred dollars each, which may be subscribed and paid 
for in such manner as may be prescribed by said compa- 
ay in their by-laws; and said shares may be transferred 
in such manner as the said company, by its by-laws, may 
direct.

B. Broaddus, late Sheriff of Madison county, be 
and he is hereby allowed until the 1st day of January, 
1860, to collect the uncollected taxes, fee bills, and coun-

Be it enacted, That 
upon and in conformity with the assessments made within 
six years last past, the City Council of said city may im- 
pose a tax upon all choses in action and moneys authorized 
to be taxed by the foregoing section, not exceeding the 
taxes heretofore assessed on the same for the last six years, 
and collect the same from all persons who have failed to 
pay the taxes heretofore imposed, or who having paid may. 
recover back said taxes; but payments made and not re- 
covered back, shall operate as payments of the taxes 
hereby authorized to be imposed. 

§ 3. That all actions to recover from said city the 
amount of taxes which have been or may be illegally or 
erroneously collected, shall be prosecuted within three 
months after the cause of action arose, and not after- 
wards; but this act shall not apply to causes of action 
now existing until the first day of January, 1858.

Whereas, the presiding Judge of Bc^urbon County, by 
authority of law, on the first day of February, 1852; issued 
thirty-three bonds of said county^ numbered from one to 
thirty-three, consecutively, for one thousand dollars each, 
payable in thirty years, bearing interest at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annually in the city 
of New York, with coupons attached, Which bonds were 
payable to and received by the Covington and Lexington 
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Railroad Company, in payment of so much stock by the 
said county subscribed to the said company; and it is rep- 
resented that two of said bonds, numbered one and thir< 
teen, were, by said company, assigned and delivered to 
Jaques Guedin, of the City of New York, and that said 
bonds were afterwards stolen from or casually lost by the 
officers of the Mechanics Bank of New York, where the 
said Guedin had deposited them for safe keeping, and 
though diligent search and enquiry have been made for 
them, they have not been recovered; and whereas, the said 
Guedin desires the said county to issue to him two' bonds 
of the same amount and character with those lost, but the 
presiding Judge has decided that he has no authority to 
issue them. 

Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of tJie Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That it shall be lawful for the said Jacques Guedin to 
file a petition in the Bourbon Circuit Court, against the 
said county and company, and the unknown holders of 
the said bonds, and cause pj-ocess to be executed upon' 
the presiding Judge of Bourbon County, and upon the 
President of the said Railroad Company, and an order of 
warning to be made against said janknown holders, if any 
there be, and published as the court may require; and 
upon the said court being m'ade satisfied that said bonds 
have been lost, and not recovered, and the said Guedin 
having executed bond to the satisfaction of the court, 
conditioned to indemnify and save harmless the county 
from all loss, damage, cost, and charges arising from or 
in consequence of said lost bonds, or for the cancelment 
or redemption of the same should the county be required 
to redeem them, it may order and decree that said bonds, 
if in existence, shall Redelivered up to be cancelled, and 
declare the said bonds null andl void, which decree shall 
be conclusive against the validity of said bonds, unless 
within three years from the rendition of said decree one 
or more of said bonds shall be produced, and good cause 
show^n for opening said decree. The said court shall 
also order the County Court to issue two more bonds, of 
the amount of one thousand dollars each, redeemable on 
the first day of February, 1882, bearing the same interest 
as those lost, and in all respects like them except as to 
their dates and numbers.

ing jurisdiction where the ofiense is committed : Provi- 
ded further. That the company be required to put up a 
written notice of this section, on the erection of any gate 
for toll purpo;<ies on said road.

carriage, and all other apparatus necessary and useful, 
as property of a Fire Company, and to receive donations 
of money or property for the purpose of keeping up and 
promoting the purposes of a Fire'Company, and hold the 
same for that purpose only; and, at any time they shall 
disband or fail to carry forward the purposes of their or- 
ganization, as a Fire Company, the property of every 
kind received by them shall belong to said city of Frank- 
fort. 

§ 3. The company may prescribe, by their by-laws, the 
number of rejjular meetings at which the members shall 
assemble, and do such duty, in practicing, as may be 
prescribed; and fines may be affixed for failure to attend 
meetings, or perform services such as may lawfully be 
required of them; they shall be prompt in attendance at 
their engine house on alarm of fire, of at the place where 
their engine and apparatus have been taken, on such an 
alarm, and there obey the orders of their officers, under 
the penalty of paying such fines as the by-laws of the 
company may affix to such failure of duty; and all fines 
assesHcd for any lawful cause may be collected, by such 
person as the company may appoint for the purpose, or 
by any Constable, or by the Marshal of Frankfort; and 
on failure to pay the collector, or other officer, may sue in 
the name of the company therefor, before the Pelice 
Judge, or any Justice of the Peace of Frankfort, and re- 
cover the same with costs, such as are allowed' Consta- 
bles and the Marshal of said city for similar services.

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CHAPTER 64. 
AN ACT to inoerporate the Big Sandy Navigation Company. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

J 1 . That William P. Mellen, Archibald Borders, Laban 
T. Moore, William T. NichoUs, William M. Snow, and 
Daniel A. Gliddon, their associates, survivors, successors, 
and assigns, be and they are hereby created and consti- 
tuted a body corporate and politic, by the name and style 
of the " Big Sandy Navigation Company;" and by that 
name and style, with a capital of five hundred thousand 
dollars, to have perpetual continuance and succession, 
^tton ^' •o'" for the purpose of improving the navigation of the Big 
port on. Sandy river, from^the Mouth thereof to Peach Orchard, in 

Lawrence county, by locks and dams, or otherwise, and 
using the same, and doing all things connected therewith, 
as hereinafter provided. But in case the State of Ken- 
tucky shall undertake the slackwater improvement of 
said river, as a State work, at any time before the said 
company shall in good faith commence work thereon un- 
der this act, then the franchises herein granted shall 
cease and be absolutely at an end. 

§ 2. That the said company shall have the right, and 
are hereby authorized and empowered to make and con- 
struct as many locks and dams, of such height, and in 
such places upon the said river, as they may think best 
for the purpose of making a substantial and permanent 
navigation thereof, between the mouth of said river and 
Peach Orchard aforesaid, and raising the water thereby, 
so that there may be at all times a clear navigation of five 
feet at the heads of the pools created thereby. 

§ 3. That the said company may have and use a com- 

?a^!**"^ mon seal ; and by the name and style aforesaid, is hereby 

created and made capable, in law, to contract and be 
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contracted with, to sue and be sued, plead and be im- 1858. 
pleaded, to acquire and hold by purchase, lease, or other- ' " 
wise, all such rights, lands, and other property, of every 
name and description, as the President and Directors 
thereof may think necessary and best for properly con- 
structing and supporting the said navigation, and for in* 
creasing and rendering profitable the business thereof, and 
the same, or any part thereof, use, occupy, let, lease, 
mortgage, sell, or otherwise dispose of as they may think 
best/or the advantage and interests of the said company; 
and they shall have, and are hereby endowed with all the 
other powers incident to corporations, at common law. 
And in case the said company, in the construction of the 
said locks and dams, shall choose to avail themselves of 
any water power thus created, they are hereby authori- 
zed and empowered so to do, and the same to hold, use, 
let, lease, sell, or otherwise dispose, of in their discretion. 

^ 4. That if the said company shall desire lands and J^ndemn\IS& 
materials in the construction of the said locks and dams and matonAiB. 
wherever they may locate the same, upon which lands, 
and with which materials, to construct the said locks and 
dams, together with sufficient lands acyacent thereto, for 
lock tender's houses, or other purposes connected with 
the said navigation improvement, or the use and business 
thereof, not exceeding five acres in any one place — and| 
provided the same shall not include the homestead of the 
person or persons owning said lands — and cannot agree 
with the person or persons owning the same, upon terms 
for the conveyance thereof to the said company, then the 
said company may have the same condemned for their 
use in manner following, to- wit : The said eompany shall 
make out a particular description thereof in writing, and 
file it in the office of the Clerk of the county in which 
the said lands and materials are situated, stating therein 
the sum they propose paying therefor; and shall also file 
therewith a bond with sureties, to the satisfaction of the 
judge of the county, conditioned to pay all damages that 
may be recovered against them as hereinafter provided ; 
and thereupon they may enter into possession of the said 
lands and materials, and proceed at once to use and ap- 
propriate the same in the construction, and for the pur- 
poses aforesaid; and the party owning the said land or 
materials, may file his written complaint therefor in the 
Circuit Court of the said county, in which he shall state 
the sum he proposes receiving therefor; whereupon the 
said court shall issM a writ, commanding the Sheriff of 
the county to summon five freeholders of his county, to 
act as viewers, to inquire into the matters complained of; 
and no person interested in the said company, or related 
to the party complaining, or having a similar claim, shall 
be competent to act as viewer under the said writ, which 
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1858. nhM be returnable to the next term of the conrt after it 

is issued. The Sheriff shall execute the said writ as soon 

as he can consistently do it, and shall summon the said 
viewers to meet with him at such time and place as he 
may designate in the said summons, and give at least ten 
days notice in writing to the said complainant and the 
said company to meet at the said time and place ;.and 
upon the meeting of the said viewers, the said Sheriff shall 
administer an oath to each and ever} of them, that they 
will fairly, impartially, and honestly inquire and deter- 
mine in the premises, and in so doing they shall take into 
•account the advantages resulting from the said naviga- 
tion improvement to the remaining lands and property of 
the complainant, and deduct the value thereof from the val- 
ue of the lands and materials so appropriated at the present 
time, and make up their report in writing, duly signed and 
sworn to by them before the said Sheriff, stating therein 
what amount of damages, if any, shall be paid by the 
said company ; which report shall be certified by the 
Sheriff and returned and filed by him, with the writ afore- 
said ; and thereupon the Judge of the said Circuit Court 
shall render judgment in pursuance of the said report, but 
may set the same aside for fraud at the term of the court 
next after the rendition thereof, but not afterwards. Af- 
€er the judgment becomes final, the company shall hold 
the land and materials so condemned, for their^use by a 
good and indefeasible title, subject only to the payment 
of the judgment aforesaid. All costs and fees shall be 
the same as in other cases of inquest in the Circuit Court, 
and in case the sum proposed to be paid by the company 
is nearer the amount of damages assessed by the view^- 
ers than the sum proposed to be received by the com- 
plainant as aforesaid, then the said costs, fees, and ex- 
penses, shall be paid by the complainant, otherwise by 
the company, and judgment to be entered accordingly. 
§ 5. That if the said company in erecting the said locks 
howTSwMMd* ^^^ dams, shall back the water of the river so as to over- 
for oT«riiow. ' flow any lands, and the damages therefor cannot be ami- 
cably adjusted, then the company shall make out a 
written description of the lands so to be overflowed, and 
the sum they propose paying as damages therefor, and 
file the same with the Clerk of the county where the 
lands are situated, together with a bond like that named 
in section four above, and thereupon they may go on 
with their construction, and the aggrieved party may file 
his complaint in the Circuit Court, sue out a writ and 
proceed therein in all respects the same as section four 
herein, and judgment and costs shall follow, and dama- 
ges be assessed under the same rule as therein provided. 
( 6. That in case the said company, their successors, 
or assigns, shall fail to commence making the said slack- 
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crater improvement for five years from the passage of 
this act, or to complete it within thirteen years, then 
the rights and franchises hereby granted shall cease, ex- 
cept so far as the said work shall have been completed. 
If in the construction of any lock and dam the company 
shall obstruct the navigation of the river for an unrea- 
sonable length of time, they shall be liable to all persons 
suffering damage therefrom, and in case any lock and 
dam shall break away, so as to obstruct the descending 
navigation of the river, the said company shall remove 
the obstruction, or repair or re-construct the lock and 
dam at their own cost, within a reasonable time. And 
in case any other company shall extend the slackwater 
improvement above Peach Orchard, the said company 
shall allow them to construct any lock and dam upon any 
lands which they may own without any charge for dam- 
ages therefor. 

§ 7. The said company are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to make any subscription they may deem ex- 
pedient, to the capital stock of any Railroad company, 
Slackwater Navigation company, or other company, the 
object of which shall be to improve the valley of the Big 
Sandy river, and develop the resources thereof, or other- 
wise cultivate the same, or tend to increase the business 
of the said river, or the navigation thereof. 

^ 8. That the stockholders of said company shall hold 
a general meeting annually, for the election of officers 
and the transaction of such other business as may be 
brought before it, at such time, and place, upon such, no- 
tice, and conducted under such rules and regulations as 
may be specified by the by-laws of the said company, 
which said officers so elected, shall hold their offices one 
year, and until their successors are elected and assume 
the duties of their office; and in case of a failure to elect 
officers on any appointed day, the corporation shall not, 
for that cause, be dissolved or prejudiced, but it shall be 
lawful for the stockholders to make an election of offi- 
cers^ on any other day, and in such manner as shall be 
specified in the by-laws of said company ; and in case of 
the death, resignation or permanent absence of any one 
or more of* the said officers, a majority of the remaining 
members of the board shall, by vote, fill such vacancy or 
vacancies, by the election of some other stockholder or 
stockholders. 

§ 9. That the real and personal estate and property, 
funds, business affairs, and prudential concerns of the 
said company shall be under the management, direction,

§ 11. That the capital stock of the said company shall 
consist of, and is hereby made, five hundred thousand 
dollars, to be divided into five thousand shares of one 
hundred dollars each, and the incorporators named in the 
first section of this act, or any of them, may, at any time 
after the passage of this act, proceed to take subscriptions 
for the said capital stock, in such manner, upon such 
terms, and at such place or places as any three of the 
said incorporators may agree upon; and when five hun- 
dred shares thereof shall have been subscribed, then the 
said incorporators, or any three of them, shall, by writing, 
notify each and every of the subscribers of the amount 
subscribed, and that a meeting will be held at such time 
and place as may be agreed upon, to be designated in said 
notice, at which meeting said incorporators, or such of 
them as may be present, shall act as Judges of such elec- 
tion, and thereupon the said meeting shall proceed to 
elect seven directors, who shall meet as soon after their 
election as they can conveniently, and elect one of their 
number President, and the said President and Directors 
shall hold their offices one year, and until their suceessors 
are elected and assume the duties of their offices. 

§ 12. That the President jand Directors shall have pow- 
er to elect and appoint all such engineers, lock-keepers, 
agents, oflicers, and servants of every description, as 1 hey 
may think proper, fix their compensation, prescribe 
their duties and powers, and remove them at pleasure; 
and all instruments in writing to be made by the said 
company, required by law to be under seal, shall be valid 
and sufficient, when executed by the President of the 
said company, with the seal thereof affixed thereto, or 
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when executed by any other person duly authorized by 1858. 
the said company so to do. ' 

§ 13. That it shall be lawful for the President and Di- Mftyborrow 
rectors, at any time when they think the mterests of the «non«y, a«. 
company require It, to borrow such sum or sums of money, 
for such time or times, upon such terms, and at such rate 
or rates of interest, as they may agree upon, and to se- 
cure the payment thereof by pledge or mortgage of their 
franchises, and of all or any part of their property, real 
and personal, or of whatsoever nature, and to issue bonds 
therefor, with or without coupons attached, and conver- 
tible in whole or in part into the capital stock of the said 
company; and the capital stock of the said company 
may, from time to time, be increased beyond the amount 
above named, when it shall become necessary to cover 
the conversion of said bonds, if required by the holder or 
holders thereof. 

§ 14. That the President and Directors may, from time 
to time, make such dividends of the income of the said

vided that in case of a scarcity of water for supplying 
the said navigation, the lock-keeper may wait for a suf- 
ficient number of craft to fill the chamber of the lock so to 
be passed; and no person, under penalty of fifty dollars 
for each offense, which the said company is hereby em- 
powered to sue for, recover, and collect, shall place, or 
cause to be placed, any boats, rafts, or other craft in any 
pool upon the said slack-water improvement, so as to 
interfere with the free navigation thereof, which penal- 
ty, together with all otjber penalties and claims of the said 
•company for a violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, shall be chargable upon the boat, raft, or other craft 
owned, or commanded, or controlled by the party so of- 
fending; and when any suit shall be commenced by the 
said company for the recovery thereof, the officer issuing 
the process by which the same is commenced, shall, in 
said process, cause such boat, raft or other craft to be at- 
tached and detained until such suit shall be determined. 

§ 20. That after the commencement of work in con- 
structing the said locks and Jams, no person shall cut 
any tree upon the bank of said river so that it or any 
part of it shall fall or be carried into the said river, or 
do any other act injurious to the said navigation; and 
any and every person who shall do so, shall be subject 
to an action by the said company, and by any other per* 
son or persons sustaining injury therefrom, for all dam- 
ages that may Result therefrom, either to the said navi- 
gation improvement or to any craft navigating the same; 
and in addition thereto, they shall be subject to indict- 
ment therefor, as for a misdemeanor, by the grand jury 
of the county wherein such act shall be committed, and 
if convicted thereof, upon trial under the said indictment, 
shall be fined not less than ten nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, to go to the said county, or imprisonment in 
the county jail not less than ten days nor more than six 
months, or both fine and imprisonment as aforesaid in 
the discretion of the jury before whom he shall be tried 
and convicted. 

§ 21. That the said navigation improvement, and all 
property of the said company so making the same, shall 
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forever be free from taxation, except the contingent fund 1858. 
above provided for, which fund shall be liable to taxation, 



the same as other property in this Commonwealth; and emptf^uteva^ 
no lock-keeper or other person whose services are nee- **•■• 
essary in attending to the said navigation, shall be sub- 
ject to serve on jm'ies in their respective counties. 

§ 22. That this act shall take effect immediately after whMi utguiA- 
its passage, and the right is reserved to the Legislature 2u i5u^ '*'**' 
at any time to amend or repeal the same for a violation 
of any of the rights and powers herein granted, provid- 
ed that in so doing they shall not prejudice rights which 
may become vested under this aet, or rights of any cred- 
itor of said company.

claring dividends ; and also, may, by the by-laws, declare 
a portion of the profits to certain policy holders or cus- 
tomers of said company, by way of return premium.

mouth and the upper end of Hampton city, on said river, 
to be in force so soon as the State of Kentucky should 
declare its assent to the erection of the said bridge, by 
an act of the Kentucky Legislature, corresponding in its 
provisions with the provisions of the act aforesaid, of 
the General Assembly of Virginia. Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
oj Kentucky: 

§ 1. That it shall be lawful to open books of subscrip- 
tion in the town of Cattlettsburg, in the county of Green- 
up, under the superintendence of William V. Whaley, 
Thomas L. Jorden, Wiley Hatton, William Hampton, 
Dr. J. D. Kincaid, John Culver, and Samuel Willman; 
and at such other place or places, and under the direc- 
tion of such agents as a majority of the above named 
commissioners may appoint, on such day as the said com- 
missioners may select — two weeks notice whereof shall 
be given in one or more newspapers published near the 
place of subscription — for raising a capital stock, not to 
exceed fifty thousand dollars in shares of fifty dollars 
each, for the purpose of erecting a wire suspension toll 
bridge across the Sandy river, at some point between its 
mouth and the upper end of Hampton city on said river.

§ 3. The subscribers aforesaid, their successors or lis- 
signs, shall be and are hereby created a body politic and 
corporate, for the purpose aforesaid, by the name and 
style of "The Virginia and Kentucky Bridge Company," 
and by that name shall have perpetual succession, and 
all the privileges, incidents, and franchises of a corpora* 
tion, and shall be capable of purchasing, taking, and 
holding, to them and their successors and assigns in fee, 
or for any less estate, such lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments, estate, real and personal, as shall be necessary to 
them in the prosecution of their business as a bridge 
company, and the same to sell and dispose of at their 
pleasure, and of suing and being sued, pleading and be- 
ing impleaded, and doing all other matters which a 
body politic and corporate may lawfully do. 

§ 4. The stockholders of said company, or a majority 
of them, at their first and every subsequent election, to

to issue warrants; and it shall be the duty of said Judge 
to keep ,a record of his proceedings, a copy of which 
shall be evidence, and shall have the same effect as 
records of Justices of the Peace certified by him. He 
shall have power to issue summons for witnesses^to give 
evidence in cases pending before him, and to give their 
depositions ; and upon their failure to attend, to issue 
compulsory process to cause their attendance. He shall 
have power to fine and imprison for contempt : Provided^ ^•nx^wmB, 
The fine shall not exceed five do^ars, nor the imprison- 
ment eight hours. He shall have power to order the 
Marshal to summon a jury in any case cognizable before 
him, when a jury would be necessary before a Circuit 
Court or Justice of the Peace. He shall have power to 
take depositions, and certify the same, as Justices of the 
Peace and Examiners now or may hereafter have; and 
his certificate to such deposition shad have the same ef- 
fect aa though made by a Justice of the Peace or Exam- 
iner. 

The Police Judge shall be entitled to the following 
fees: For peace warrant, or. for a riot, rout, unlawful

§ 9. The Marshal, before he enters upon the discharge 
of his duties, shall take an oath for the faithful perform- 
ance of the same, in the County Court of Clarke county,

institution, af\er a series of unsuccessful efforts for its per- 
manent endowment and establishment, suspended its reg- 
ular collegiate operation; and whereas, in views of the 
educational wants of the said body of Christians in Ken- 
tucky, and of their wishes for the permanent success of 
said institution, known and expressed at various times, a 
plan for its full endowment and re -organization has been 
presented and prosecuted by John B. Bowman, of Mercer 
county, Kentucky, which has resulted thus far in the rais* 
ing of $100,000 of endowment fund; and whereas, it ia 
desired to establish a first class University, upon a more 
modern, American and Christian basis, and to carry out 
such design, it is necessary to amend and extend the pro- 
visions of the charier of said institution. Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General AssenMy of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That said institution, known and called by the 
name of Bacon College, and located at Harrodsburg, in 
the County of Mercer, and State of Kentucky, shall be 
from and after the passage of this act, known and called 
by the name of Kentucky University. 

$ 2. That John B. Bowman, James Taylor, John Aug. 
Williams, Benj. C. AUin, A. 6. Kyle, A. H. Bowman, 
John A. I^earbon, D. W. Thompson, A. G. Vivion, Phil. 
B. Thompson, W. A. Cooke, 6. D. Runyan, A. G. Tal- 
bott, P. B. Mason, C. T. Worthington, G. W. Givens, 
James C. Stone, A. G. Herndon, K. C. Graves, Wm. 
Morton, Joseph Wasson, John Curd, W. W. McKenny, W.

Camp- 
bell, shall be, and they and their successors in office, are

and existence, and a common seal, which seal they may 
change and alter at pleasure; and by the aforesaid name, 
and in their corporate capacity, may sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, contract and be contracted with, 
answer and be answered, in all courts of law and equity; 
and the same, in their corporate name, are hereby inves- 
ted with the legal right to all the property and estate, 
real and personal, as well as all the rights and claims, 
heretofore vested in the Trustees of the said Bacon Col- 
lege, and may, in said corporate name, sue for and re- 
cover the same, in as full and ample manner as the said 
Trustees of Bacon College could have done prior to this 
act. 

§ 3. For the purpose of promoting the cause of educa- 
tion in all its branches, and extending the sphere of 
science and Christian morality, the Curators aforesaid, 
and their successors, shall have power, from time to time, 
to establish and endow fully in said University, any de- 
partments and professorships which they may deem ne- 
cessary to carry out the aforesaid objects. They, and 
their successors, shall furthermore have full power, in 
their corporate capacity, to hold, by gift, grant, devise, 
demise, or otherwise, any lands, tenants, hereditaments, 
moneys, rents, goods, chattels, or interests, of any kind 
whatsoever, which may be given, granted, demised, de- 
vised to, or purchased by them, for the use and benefit of 
said University; also, may sell, lease, rent, and dispose of 
the same, or any part thereof, in any way whatsoever, 
they shall adjudge most useful to the interests of said 
University. 

$ 4. They shall also have full power to select and em- 
ploy any officers and agents they shall deem proper; also 
such President, Professors, Instructors, and Tutors as they 
may, from time to time, consider necessary; also to make, 
ordain, establish, and execute, or cause to be executed, 
all such by-laws, rules, and ordinances, not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United States, or of 
this State, as they may think necessary for the welfare of 
said University, for their own government, the good gov- 
ernment of the Professors, Instructors, Tutors, Agents, 
Officers, and Students of the same; and generally to do 
all acts necessary and proper to promote the welfare and 
prosperity of said University. 

§5. The permanent officers of the Board of Curators 
shall consist of a President, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Executive Committee, all of whom shall be annually elect- 
ed by the Curators from their own number, except the 
Treasurer, who may be elected out of the board. 

§ 6. The Secretary of the boafd shall keep a fair and 
correct record of all the proceedings of the board, in a 
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1858. good and substantial book, which record shall be signed 
by the President and Secretary before the adyournment 
of each meeting, and shall at any time be subject to the 
inspection and examination of any member of the board, 
or any donor of the institution. He shall file away, and 
carefully preserve, all such documents and papers per- 
taining to his office and to the institution, as may come 
into his hands, which shall, upon his death, resignation 
or removal from office, be delivered up to the board, and 
he shall perform such other duties as the Curators may 
prescribe. 

§ 7. The Treasurer, before he enters upon the duties 
^^^'J^'^ of his office, shall enter into a bond, with ample security, 

and in the penalty of one hundred thousand dollars, for 
the faithful discharge of the duties of his office. He shall 
take charge of all the funds of the iustitution; he shall 
pay over all money that may come into his hands, upon 
the order of the board; indorsed by the President there- 
of. He shall pay out no money ej»cept upon such order 
of the board, he shall render a true account current of 
the state of his office to the board of Curators, at its an- 
nual meeting, which account must be accompanied by 
the certificate of the Executive Committee, signed by 
each member thereof, and stating that it has been exam- 
ined, and that it is correct, after which it shall then be 
published; and no person shall be eligible to re-election 
as Treasurer until such report is made, examined, and 
approved by the board of Curators; he shall furthermore, 
when his term of service expires, or he shall resign his 
office, or be removed therefrom, deliver up to the Execu- 
tive Committee, or their order, all the books and papers 
pertaining to his office, and in each and every particular 
account for and pay over all money or other thing of 
value which may come into his hands as Treasurer. He 
shall also permit his books to be examined at any and all 
times, by the Executive Committee, or any donor of the 
institution. The bond of the Treasurer shall be placed 
in the hands of the Secretary of the board, and shall be 
renewed upon a re-election to the office, which bond shall 
be made payable to the Curators of said University. 

§ 8. For the ownership and control of said University, 
at least two thirds of the board of Curators shall always 
be members of the Christian Church in Kentucky; at no 
time shall any member of the faculty be a member of the 
board. 

§ 9. An annual meeting of the board of Curators shall 
be held during the commencement week of the Universi- 
ty, at which time they shall cause to be published a gen- 
eral account of the conditioA of tUe institution. A meet- 
ing shall be called at any other time, by the President of 
the boards at the suggestion of any three members, or the

§ 14. All lands, money, or other property, which may, unda,*c., do-

Riddell, Lewis L. Talbot, John W. Gregory, Edward T. 
Pitman, John M. Tate, John Cartmell, and James P. Fin- 
nic, and their associates, be and they are hereby created 
a body corporate, by the name and style of Ark Lodge, 
No. 86, of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows; and 
they and their associates and successors shall so continue 
and have perpetual succession, and by that name are 
made capable in law, as natural persons, to sue and be 
sued, plead ani be impleaded, contract and be contract- 
ed with, answer and be answered, in all courts of law 
and equity in this Commonwealth; to make, have, and use 
a common seal, and the same to alter or amend at pleas- 
ure. They may make or ordain regulations and by-laws 
for their government, and those now in force in said lodge 
to alter when deemed proper, and may change and re- 
new the same at. pleasure: Provided^ They be not in con- 
travention of the constitution, laws, and regulations of 
the Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows, incorporated by an act approved February 16th, 
1838, nor in contravention of the constitution and laws 
of the United States, or of this State. The said corpo- 
ration shall have power and authority to acquire and 
hold real and personal estate not exceeding twentv thou- 
sand dollars in value, and from time to time, if deemed 
expedient, sell and convey the same, or any part thereof, 
and to reinvest and dispose of the proceeds. The right 
to alter, amend, or repeal this act is hereby reserved to 
the General Assembly.

That James Trimble, Clerk of the Floyd Circuit 
and County Courts, be allowed the further time of two 
vears^ from and after the passage of this act, to collect

Murphy's, 
on the Wallace ferry road, including said Murphy ; thence 
with said road to Andrew Lore's, including him ; thence 
to Alexander Coleman's, including him ; thence a straight

ginning. 

§ 2. The place of voting in said district, sh^ll be at 
Union Church, and the Sheriff of said county is directed 
and required to open a poll at said voting place, as at 
other voting places in said county. All laws in force 
regulating elections, so far as the same are applicable, 
are hereby made applicable to the district hereby created. 
The legally qualified voters of said district shall be en- 
titled to elect two Justices of the Peace and one Consta- 
ble at the same time, and in the same manner as other 
districts.

Whereas, the State of Mississippi has, by law, made 
"^ ' an appropriation of two thousand dollars to aid in estab- 

lishing in Kentucky, a National Institution, to print and 
circulate books in raised letters for the blind ; and where- 
as, said State has incorporated a Board of Trustees to 
receive said money, and twelve thousand dollars, which 
have been subscribed for the aforesaid purpose by citi- 
zens of Mississippi, and to transfer said funds to said in- 
stitution in Kentucky; and whereas, it is anticipated that 
other states will make donations and incorporate Trus- 
tees to aid in this enterprize : 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That an institution, under the name of the Ameri- 
Hameandftyie. ^an Printing House for the Blind, shall be established in 

Louisville, Kentucky, or its vicinity; and that James 
Guthrie, William F. Bullock, Theodore S. Bell, Bryce M. 
Patten, John Milton, H. T. Curd, and A. O. Brannin, and 
their successors, be and they are hereby declared a body 
corporate, under the name and style of the Trustees of 
the American Printing House for the Blind, with the right, 
as such, to use a common seal, to sue and be sued, to 
plead and be impleded, in all courts of justice, and in all 
cases in which the interests of the institution are involv- 
ed. The said Trustees are hereby fully empowered to 
receive, by legacies, conveyances, or otherwise, lands, 
money, and other property, and the same to retain, use, 
and apply to the publishing of books in raised letters, for 
the blind in the United States. Said Trustees are au- 
thorized to purchase land, and erect, purchase, or rent 
buildings for the use of said institution, and to make all 
such contracts as may be necessary to accomplish the pur- 
poses of their incorporation. They are hereby invested 
with the same privileges, in regard to the copy right of 
books published by them, as are enjoyed by natural per- 
sons. Said Trustees shall appoint a Superintendent, or 
General Agent, and such other agents as miiy be neces- 
sary ; may prescribe their duties, fix the term of their of- 
fices, and the amount of their compensation ; Provided^ 
however. That no contract entered into by any such offi- 
cer, where money is to be paid out, shall be binding until 
ratified by the Trustees. The Trustees may adopt, from 
time to time, such by-laws, rules, and regulations, as they 
may deem necessary, provided they are not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United States or of 
this State. 

§ 2. The Trustees shall elect, annually, a President, a 
Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall hold their oflices 
until their successors shall be elected and duly qualified.

§ 6. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees, be- DattotofTms- 
fore commencing the publication of any book, to request {J«» * ^^JjJjJ*" 
the Superintendent of every institution for the Education booki!^ 
of the Blind in the United States, to make out and send 
to the Trustees of the Printing House, a list of such books 
as he may deem most desirable for the use of the blind; 
and said Trustees shall select for publication the book 
that shall have received the greatest number of Super- 
intendent's votes in its favor. This mode of selecting 
books for publication shall be repeated at least once 
every year. 

§ 7. Every school for the blind located in a state whose Blind idioou to 
Legislature or citizens contribute to the funds of the f«ibooki,*©. 
American Printing House, shall, in proportion to the funds 
contributed, be entitled to copies of every bpok publish- 
ed by said house, to be distributed gratuitously to such 
blind persons as are unable to purchase them. And the 
Superintendents of said schools shall be required to re- 
port to the Trustees of said house, the names and resi- 
dences of all persons to whom books may be thus dis- 
tributed. The prices of books published by this institu- 
tion shall be made so low as merely to cover the cost of 
publication and other incidental expenses of the institu- 
tion. • 

§ 8. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to TmiMt io re- 
make an annual report of their proceedings, which shall port««»*"T' 
embrace a full account of the receipts and disbursements, 
the funds on hand, the number of books sold, and the

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number distributed grataitously ; and a general statement 
of the condition of the institution ; and they shall trans- 
mit copies of said reports to the General Assembly of 
Kentucky, to the Governors of the several States of the 
Union, to the President of each State Board ot Trustees, 
to the Superintendent of every Institution of the Blind 
in the United States, and to every person who shall have 
made to the institution a donation of more than five dol- 
lars the previous year. 

§ 9. The donation of five hundred dollars by one per- 
son, shall constitute him a patron of the institution, and 
his name shall be so published in the annual reports. 
Any person who shall make a donation of more than five 
hundred dollars, shall also be entitled to* embossed books 
equal in value to the excess of his donation over and 
above five hundred dollars. 

§ 10. The Presidents of the State Boards of Trustees, 
shall, ez-qfficio, constitute a Board of Visitors, each mem- 
ber of which shall, at all times, be authorized to visit the 
Printing House, examine the books, and investigate the 
proceedings of the Trustees ; and the President of the 
oldest State Board of Trustees shall, at the written re- 
quest of a miy ority of the Visitors, call a meeting of the 
Board of Visitors, who shall be fully empowered to in- 
vestigate the proceedings of the Trustees of the institution; 
and in case they shall find that said board, or any mem- 
ber thereof, has mismanaged the afiairs of said institu- 
tion by malfeasance in office, or neglect of duty, they 
may, a majority of three-iourths of all the members con- 
curring, declare the office or offices of said Trui<tee or 
Trustees vacant, and proceed to fill such vacancy, by 
election from the citizens of Louisville or its vicinity.

§ 12. That each donor shall be entitled to his donation, 
with the interest, after the deduction of the necessary ex- 
penses are paid, provided said publishing house is not 
established within nine years from the passage of this 
act; and should the board refuse to make said distribu- 
tion among said donora, according to their respective in- 
terests, then and in that event, said donors may have the 
right to proceed to recover the same by legal proceed- 
ings, instituted in any of the courts of this Common- 
wealth having jurisdiction thereof.

Aitociation. 

Whereas, divers persons of the county of Fulton, and PreamWd. 
adjoining counties of this Commonwealth, and Tennessee 
and Missouri, have organized an association under the 
name and style of the Fulton county Agricultural and 
Mechanical Association, for the purpose of promoting 
improvement in all the various branches* of Agriculture, 
Mechanics, and Horticulture, and for that purpose have 
adopted a constitution and by-laws, and elected a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, and eleven Directors, to control and 
manage the affairs thereof; and have applied to the Gen- 
eral Assembly for an act of incorporation. Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the CammanweaUk 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That said association be and it is hereby created a corporate iian« 
body politic and corporate, with perpetual succession, un- •"* •*>*•• 
der the name and style of the "Fulton County Agricultu- 
ral and Mechanical Association," at the city of Hickman, 
and by that name may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded, defend and be defended, in all courts of law 
or equity; and shall be capable of acquiring, by pur- 
chase or otherwise, any quantity of land not exceeding 
twenty-five acres, and may improve, sell, or convey the 
same, or any part thereof, at pleasure; and may acquire, 
hold, and di.<«pose of such personal estate as the President, 
Vice President, and Directors of said a8:«ociation may 
deem necessary and proper. The said association may MayhaTeateaL 
adopt and use a corporate seal, or may use the seal of its 
President for the time being. 

§ 2. That the President, Vice President, and Directors ofleenaaa 
already chosen as aforesaid, shall continue in office until «•«■•' o«oa.

sors are duly elected and qualified. An election, howev- 
er, of eleven Directors shall be had on the fourth Monday 
in April next, by the qualified members of said associa- 
tion, and annually thereafter, unless the members of said 
association, at said annual election, shall, by resolution, 
fix upon a difierent day; at the election for the officers 
aforesaid the vote shall be taken by ballot, and each 
stockholder shall be entitled to one vote, and the name 
having the highest number (5f vote^ shall be deemed 
elected.

§ 4. That the prudential, fiscal, and other concerns of

They shall 
have power to contract and be contracted with, in their 
corporate name, and to do any and every other act, not 
inconsifttent with the constitution and laws of this Com- 
monwealth, which, in their opinion, will contribute to ad- 
vance the objects of said association. 

§ 5. Any five members of the Directory, together with 
the President, shall be a quorum for the transactions of 
business unless the association shall fix upon a different 
number. 

§ 6. That said association shall in its corpc^ate capac- 
uabie fordobts. ity, with all its estate belonging thereto, be liable for any 

debts heretofore contracted by it, or by its authority, as 
fully as though the same had been contracted since the 
passage of this act. 

§ 7. That said association may, under the direction of

taken. subscription of stock to said association may fix the shares 

of said stock, and may provide for life membership in 
said association, and shall issue certificates of stock to 
such life member, which stock shall, to all intents and 
purposes, be held to be personal property, and shall be 
transferrable on the books of the association in such man- 
ner as the Board of Directors shall direct; and may an- 
nually, or oftener if desirable, at or near the city of 
Hickman, hold fairs for the exhibition of the products of 
the soil, specimens of the mechanical arts, of useful and 
domestic animals, and whatever else serves to represent 
the labor and industry of the State, and may award pro- 
miams as may be necessary and proper.

§ 8. That the board of Directors shall have power to 
fix the amoant to be paid for entrance at the gates of the 
fair-grounds, and any person who shall, during the days 
on which their annual or other fairs are held, be detected 
in making any attempt to, or df entering the fair grounds 
of said association clandestinely, or in any other manner 
than at the regular gates, after first having paid the reg- 
ular fee or being privileged to do so by order of the 
Board of Directors aforesaid, or of using any other device 
or undue means whatever to defraud the said association 
out of their regular gate fees, shall, upon conviction, pay 
a fine of not less than ten nor more than twenty dollars, 
said fine to be recovered, together with cost, by warrant 
before the City Judge of the city of Hickman, or before 
any Justice of the Peace in and for the county of Fulton. 
$ 9. That daring the day of the annual or other fairs 
of said association, no person shall, without the consent 
of the Board of Directors aforesaid, erect upon said fair 
grounds any stall, booth, or shed, nor sell any confection- 
aries, cakes, fruits, beer, ale, or refreshments of any kind, 
or any spirituous or vinous liquors; and any person or 
persons who shall violate the provisions of this section, 
shall be fined not less than ten nor more than twenty dol- 
lars, to be recovered, together with the cost, by warrant 
before the City Judge of the city of Hickman, or before 
any Justice of the Peace in and for the county of Fulton. 
Each act of selling shall be a separate oflfense. All fines 
recovered under this and the next preceding section, shall 
be for the benefit of the association aforesaid. 

§ 10. That the Board of Directors aforesaid shall have 
power, for and during the days of their annual or other 
fairs, to remove any booth, stall, shed, wagon, cart, or 
other vehicle, or table, on or at which any confectionaries, 
cakes, fruits, cider, ale, porter, beer, spirituous /liquors, or 
refreshments, is sold, or ofifered to be sold, upon the fair 
grounds aforesaid, without the consent of the Board of 
Directors first had and obtained. 

§ lU That it shall be the duty of the Treasurer of this 
society, upon information to him that a violation of any 
of the provisions of this act, or any of the by-laws pass- 
ed in conformity to the provisions thereof, has taken 
place, to institute suit in the name of the society, for the 
recovery of the fine or penalty for such offense, and to 
prosecute the same to judgment.

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CHAPTER 117. 

AN ACT to amend tht charter of the Louiayille and TajIortTlUe Turnpike 

Road. 

Whereas, it is represented to the General Assembly that 
the present turnpike road from Louisville to Taylorsville 
has not been graded at all points in exact accordance 
with the provisions of the act of incorporation, in conse- 
quence of the greatdifficulty of letting said grade: There- 
fore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That the present grade of said road at Raglan's hill, 
near Fisherville, and the grade of the road at Mechanics- 
ville, and the grade of the road at the hill between Robt. 
Jewett's and Denwidies, be and the same are hereby le- 
galized; and the rights and powers of the Louisville and 
Taylorsville turnpike road company shall be and remain 
in every respect as full as if the grade of the said road 
bad conformed to the provisions of the charter of said com- 
pany.

CHAPTER 118. 
AN ACT for the benefit of Schools in the Citj of Paduoah. 

Whereas, doubts have arisen whether the Revised Stat- 
VMambie. utes, title Schools and Seminaries, articles six, seven, 

eight, and nine, have not repealed the act of 9th of Feb- 
iniary, 1837, in relation to the male and female Semina- 
ries and Academies of Paducah ; and whereas, certain of 
the Trustees have departed this life since the acts estab- 
lishing said seminaries or academies : Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That the acts of the Legislature in relation to said 
It ^***^**?* seminaries or academies, passed prior to the adoption of 
Sis^ ^suaatM the Revised Statutes, are hereby re-enacted and revived, 
le-enacted, Ac ^^j declared to be in full force and effect ; and the Trus- 
tees and managers appointed by said acts, or the survi- 
vors of them, or such of them as may act, and their suc- 
cessors, shall have full power and authority to do and 
perform every thing allowed by said act^ to be done by 
them repectively. And this act shall take effect from its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 119. 1858. 
AN ACT for the benefit of A. J. Fleming. — 

Whereas, it is represented to this General Assembly 
that a Common School was regularly taught in District 
No. 16, in the County of Livingston, in the fall and win- 
ter of 1856, for the length of time prescribed by law, and 
that the Trustees of said district made their report in due 
time of said school to A. J. Fleming, Common School 
Commissioner for said county, who lost or mislaid the 
same, and which was never reported to the Superinten<- 
dant of Public Instruction, the amount due said district 
was eighty six dollars, which amount was paid over to 
the Trustees of said district by said Fleming, out of his 
own private funds. Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly, of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That A. J. Fleming be allowed the sum of eighty-six 
dollars, and that the Auditor draw his warrant for said 
amount, on the Treasury, and charge the same to Com- 
mon School Fund of Livingston County.

CHAPTER 120. 

AN ACT for the benefit of Ralph Cotton and John Gardner, of Nelson 

county. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly o/ the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That Ralph Cotton and John Gardner, of Nelson coun- 
ty, and owning lands on both sides of the Beech fork of 
the Rolling fork of Salt river, be and they are hereby 
authorized to erect a fish dam and pot across the said 
Beech fork, at such place as they may deem fit, when 
their lands lie on both sides of the stream : Provided^ That 
the County Court of Nelson shall have power, upon any 
person or persons aggrieved giving them ten day's notice, 
to require the same to be removed at the expense of said 
Cotton and Gard ner, if it shall be found to iAJure the 
navigation of the stream, and an obstruction to the pas- 
sage of fish up said river or stream.

AH ACT to incorporate the McCracken County Agricultural and Mechanl* 

oal Attociatioti. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That Richard A. Bacon, Alfred Boyd, James C. corponioni 
Calhoun, Isaac Clark, E. Norton, Epps Allen, William *«* 
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Morrow, and George A. Allen, and such other persons as 
may choose to associate with them, be and they are here- 
by created a body politic and corporate, with perpetual 
succession, under the name and style of the McCracken 
County Agricultural and Mechanical Association; and by 
that name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
defend and be defended, in all courts of law and equity, 
and shall be capable of acquiring, by purchase or other- 
wise, any quantity of land in the County of McCracken, 
in the neighborhood of Padacah, not less than ten acres 
nor more than one hundred acres, and may improve, sell, 
and convey the same, or any part thereof, at pleasure; 
and may acquire hold and dispose of such personal estate 
as the President and Directors of said association may 
deem necessary. The said association may adopt and 
use a corporate seal. 

§ 2. The capital stock of said association shall be di- 
vided into shares of fifty dollars each, to be subscribed 
for and taken agreeably to such rules and regulations as 
the corporation may direct. Any five of the persons be- 
fore named, or any three of them, are authorized to open 
books for the subscription of stock in said corporation, at 
any time and place they may designate; and so soon as 
in their judgment sufiicient stock is subscribed to meet 
the objects of said association, they may call a meeting 
of the subscribers who are shareholders, at Paducah, after 
having giving public notice through the papers publish- 
ed in said city, at least ten days previous thereto, of the 
time and place of such meeting; at which time the sub- 
scribers then present shall proceed to the election of a 
President and four Directors of said association, each of 
whom shall be a shareholder therein, and such other offi- 
cers as they may deem necessary; and each share shall 
entitle the holder thereof to one vote, and may be given 
by proxy; and the shares may be transferable at the 
pleasure of the holder. 

§ 3. The President and Directors so chosen shall con- 
tinue in office one year from the time of their election 
and until their successors are duly elected, unless the 
members of said association shall, by resolution or by- 
law, fix upon a longer period as the term of office. 

§ 4. The prudential, fiscal, and other concerns of said 
association, together with all its estate of every kind,

of McCracken county, by warrant, and each seperate 
act of selling shall be a distinct offense. 

§ 7. any county, other than the county of McCracken, £*°^*J2Stmi* 
which by its citizens shall subscribe as much as ten eifet Diraeton^ 
shares to the capital stock of this association shall, by its ^^* 
subscribers, elect and appoint two directors of the asso- 
ciation, and one for each additional subscription of five 
shares, who shall have the same powers and privileges 
of the other Directors.

Be it enacted by the OeneraL Assembly of the Commontoealth 
of Kentvjcky : 

§ 1. That David Watts, John H. Terrell, Isaac Clark, corponu^n, 
George H. Morrow, James C. Calhoun, Wm. P. Norton, 
John F. Harris, L. M. Plourney, E. L. Anderson, Alfred 
Boyd, and Henry Enders, their associates, successors, and 
assigns, shall be, and they are hereby created a body 
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politic and corporate, bv the name and style of the '' Pa- 
ducah Southern Iron Work^i," and shall so continue for 
the term of thirty years, from and after the first day of 
January, 1858; and by that name and style, shall be a^ 
capable to contract and be contracted with, sue and be 
sued, plead, answer, and defend, in all courts and else- 
where, as natural persons ; and may have and use a com- 
mon seal, and change, alter, and renew the same at 
pleasure ; and may ordain and put in execution such by- 
laws, rules, and regulations, for the good government of 
said company, and for the efficient management of its 
affairs and prudential concerns, as may be deemed expe- 
dient, not contrary to the laws and constitution this State 
or of the United States.

wealth, and have a common seal.

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That a company is hereby formed, under the name 
and style of the Maxvllle, Thompsonville, and Spring- 
field turnpike road company, for the purpose of construct- 
ing an artificial road from Maxville, through Thompson- 
ville, to Springfield, with due regard to the most practi- 
cable route embracing the points specified.

The times and places of all elections, after the first, shall 
be fixed by the President and Directors, and a majority 
of the board shall be competent to transact business. 

§ 4. So soon as said company is organized by the elec- 
tion of officers, the President and Directors shall be a 
body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, under the 
name and style of the "President and Directors of the 
Bardstown and Chaplintown Turnpike Road Company;" 
and by that name shall have perpetual succe.ssion, and 
all the privileges and franchises incident to a corporation ;

poration is created. 

^ 5. Said President and Directors shall fix and regulate 
the elevation and grade of said road, the width and the 
part thereof to be covered with stone or gravel; shall de- 
signate the points at which the road shall enter the lim- 
its of Bardstown and Chaplintown ; shall designate pla- 
ces for the erection of toll gates: Provided, Their first toll 
gate shall not be within a less distance than one mile 
from the court house in Bardstown, nor within a distance 
of less than five miles of each other; may fix the rates of 
toll, may regulate and change the same, but said rates 
shall not exceed those prescribed by the general law. 
The President and Directors shall have power, after three 
consecutive miles shall have been completed, to erect a 
gate and collect toll, and shall apply the proceeds there- 
of to the completion of the road.

examine quarries or beds of stone, gravel, or other ma- 
terial necessary for the construction of said road. 

§ 7. It shall be lawful for the Presidents and Directors, 
viih their superintendents, engineers, and workmen, 
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with their tooU, instruments, carta, wa^ns, and other ] 858. 
carriiiged, and their bea:«td of draught or burthen, to ea- 
ter upon the land, in and over, contiguouis and near to whioh 
fihall pa^d, having liriit given notice of their intention to th^ 
owner and occupierd thereof, or their ageitUi : Protiticd^ 
That it' the President and Directors tshall not agree with the 
owners of the land, through which eaid road ia to paasi 
as to the damages which the owners may tnustain by the 
road padding through their land^, the President aad Di- 
rectors shall apply to the County Court of Nelson countjr 
for a writ of tf£i^ quod damnam^ to assess the damages whick 
may be sustained by the owner of said land; and the ju- 
ry, in assessing the damages, shall take into considera- 
tion the advantages and disadvantages resulting to the 
party claiming damages, by the establishment of said 
road; bat the advantages shall not be used as an offset 
to the value of the so taken ; and upon the payment, or 
tender of the damages so assessed, it shall be lawful for 
the President aad Directors to open and make said roadi 
and dig and carry a\vay any stone, gravel, or other ma- 
terial necessary for the construction or repairing of said 
road. 

§ 8. 'The President shall give notice in such manner as caiif«« 
he mny deem proper, of the amount of call on each share 
of stock, and of the tiine of payment; and if any stock- 
holder shall neglect to pay his amount of stock so called 
for, for the space of thirty days after the time of pay- 
ment, such stockholder shall, in addition to the amount 
so called for, pay at the rate of one per cent, per month 
for every delay of payment ; and if he shall fail to pay 
the amount of call, and the penalty aforesaid, for the 
apace of six months after the titne of payment is requir- 
ed, he shall forfeit such share or shares to the corpora- 
tion, together with the amount he may have paid thereon: 
Provided^ That no stockholder shall vote at any electioa* 
or be entitled to nny rights of a member of said compa- 
ny, unless the whole amount due and payable, as afore- 
said, on each share by him held, shall have been paid 
agreeable to the rec^uisitions of the President.

Be il enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That William Chenault, Samuel Stone, William J. 
CorpMatoff Walker, William Holloway, Robert R Stone, John A. 
Duncan, William H. White, Thomas S. Moberly, Clifton 
*R. Estill, Thomas S. Bronston, Jr., William Harris, and 
Thomas H Barnes, and their successors, be and they are 
hereby constituted a body corporate, under the name and 
®y«'*^*»*»« style of the "Madison Female School;" and by that name 

they shall have perpetual succession, with power to adopt 
and use a cpmmon seal, and change the same at pleas- 
ure; to make contracts for the benefit of the institution; 
to sue and be sued, to receive and hold such real and per- 
sonal property as ma}' be donated to the school or pur- 
chased for its use; to appoint teachers; to confer literary 
degrees; and to make such by-laws, rules, and regula- 
tions as, in their judgment, may be necessary for the suc- 
cessful management of the school, and to admit boys under 
ten years of age as pupils, should they deem it expedient 
to do tto.

Now 
therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That Benjamin Smith, Alexander Caldwell, John 
T. Parker, Thomas L. Jones, Samuel M'Intosh, Samuel 
Wright, Benjamin P. Itiley, Henry Blattner, Edward 
Morin, Frederick Brown. Daniel Pollock, Benjamin Beall, 
Samuel Smith, and Foster Byrd, together with their asso- 
ciates and successors in office, be and hereby are created 
a body politic and corporate, under the name of the 
**Campbell County Agricultural Society," with full power 
to contract and be contracted with, sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded; have a corporate seal, and the same 
to alter or renew at pleasure; and ordain and execute 
such by-laws for said society as they may deem just and 
proper: Provided^ the h?ame be not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of this Slate, or of the United 
States. 

§ 2. That the capital stock of said sociejy shall be five 
thousand dollars, with the privilege to the stockholders to 
increase the same to any sum not exceeding twenty thou- 
sand dollars, which stock is to be divided into shares of 
twenty dollars each; and no person shall subscribe for or 
hold more than two shares, unless this provision is 
changed by a vote of a majority of the stockhoKlers. 

§ 3. The said corporation shall be capable of acquiring 
by purchase or otherwise, any quantity of land not ex- 
ceeding fifty acres; and it may improve the same, or any 
part thereof, at pleasure.

and all disorderly, lewd, and obnoxious persons, whose 
presence they may deem detrimental to the interests, 
peace, and good order of the fair; and should any person, 
so ejected, re-enter said grounds without the consent of 
Buch officers, a quorum being present, he shall be fined in 
a sum not exceeding thirty dollars, or imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding fifteen days, or both so fined and imprisoned, at 
the discretion of the jury.

AN ACT to incorporate the Mt. Sterl.ng and Howard*i Mill Turnpike Road 

Company. 

Be it enacted by the Ocrteral Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: , 

That a company shall be formed, under the name and 
style of the Mount Sterling and Howard's Mill Turnpike 
Road Company, for the purpose of making a turnpike, or 
other road, from the east side of Slate creek, near Peter 
H. Anderson's well, to intersect the Mount iSterling and 
Owingsville turnpike at some point between the fork of 
the road near Jo.<«eph Bondurant's and the fork of the 
road near James P M ago w an' s farm, passing at or near 
Howard's Mill, on Slate; and that the capital stock of 
said company shall be as many shares of fifty dollars 
I each as will make .said road, not exceeding the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars. 

( *^. That books for the subscription of stock in said 
company shall be opened on the :2nd Monday in Febru- 
ary next, or at any time thereafter as may be deemed 
expedient, in Mount Sterling, under the direction of 
Thomas F. Hazelrigg, Robert 11. Gatewood, Joseph Glov- 
er, Alexander M. Barnes, and O* S. Tenney; and at 
Howard's Mills, under the direction of Colemnn Graves, 
William H. Gatewood, Peter H. Anderson, and James 
Howard, or some two or more of them at each place, 
who are appointed commission er.-«. The subscribers to 
said company shall enter into the following obligation, 
substantially: **VVe, whose names are hereunto sub.^crib- 
ed, severally promise to pay to the Mount Sterling and 
Howard's Mill Turnpike Road Company the sum of fifty 
dollars in cash, labor or materials as the President and Di- 
rectors may require, for each and every share of stock set 
opposite our names respectively, and agreeably to an act 
of the General Assembly incorporating said company.'* 
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Ten days notice shall be given of the opening of the 
books lor the subscription of stock in said company. 

§ 3. Whenever the commissioners^ or any three of 
them, may be of opinion that a sufficient amount of stock 
has been subscribed to justify commencirig th« making 
of said road, they may call a meeting of the stockholders 
for the purpose of electing a President and five Directors, 
ivho shall hold their ofiice for one year, and until their 
succes8«or8 shall be elected and qualified.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common^dealth 
of Kentucky:

A. McLaughlin, H. H. Mayo, A. Evans, and James G. 
Howard, and their successors in office, be and they are 
hereby constituted a body politic and corporate, to be 
known by the name of the '* Trustees of the Methodist 
Female College at Covington, Kentucky ;" and by that 
name they shall have perpetual succession, and a com- 
mon seal, with power to alter or renew the same at 
pleasure ; to sue or be sued, plead or be impleaded in any 
of the courts of this Commonwealth ; to acquire, by pur- 
chase, gift, grants or otherwise, any property for the use 
of said college, not to exceed fifty thousand dollars in 
value ; to sell and dispose of the same acoording to the 
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by-laiiira which may hereafter be established by a majori- 1858, 
ty of the stockholders of said Female College, and re- 
invest the proceeds thereof in such real and personal es- 
tate, for the use of the college, as they may deem proper. 

§ 2. The capital stock of said college shall be divided otpim gto«k. 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, to be subscribed' 
and paid for according to the regulations laid down in its 
by-laws ; but this act shall not be construed so as to af- 
fect the trusts and conditions upon which the stock is 
held that has already been subscribed for the benefit of 
said college ; and said stock is to be held and disposed of 
in accordance with articles of agreement already made 
and entered into by the stockholders. The sum of fire 
thousand- five hundred dollars, in sums of five hundred 
dollars each, having already been subscribed for the ben- 
efit of said college, it is declared to be hereby entitled 
to all the benefits conferred by this charter ; and said 
capital stock may be increased from time to time, a ma- 
jority of all the stockholders concurring, in shares of one 
hundred dollars each, to be subscribed and paid for,' held 
and diposed of as said majority may determine by the by- 
laws of said college : Promded^ That the capital stock of p»^*«*- 
said college shall uot exceed one hundred .thousand dol- 
lars.

stockholder shall be entitled to one vote, either in person 
or by proxy, for every jshare of stock he or she holds, and 
the candidates reeeiving the largest number of votes shall 
be declared duly elected, and shall hold their office until 
their successors shall be elected.

^ 1. That the citizens of the town of Canton, in Trigg 
county, shall and they are hereby authorized to elect a 
Police Judge in said town on the first Monday in August, 
1858, and on the same day of every fourth year thereaf- 
ter, all the qualified voters of said town being entitled to 
vote at said election; which Judge, before he enters on 
the duties of his office, shall take an oath before a Justice 
of the Peace to discharge the duties of said office faith- 
fully and impartially to the best of his ability, and such 
oaths as public officers are usually required to take.

or conduct calculated to disturb the peace and dignity of

mnning horses, firing guns, pistols, making reports by " 

burning powder or orackers, blowing horns, ringing bells, 
crying alond by day or by night, and all other riotous or 
illegal and improper conduct whatever, committed with- 
in the bounds of said county, all of which are hereby de- 
clared to be misdemeanors. He shall have jurisdiction of 
all offences or causes arising out of the by-laws and or- 
dinances passed by the Board ot Trustees for the enforce- 
ments of the powers granted to them by law. He shall 
have power to order the Marshal to summon a jury in any j,^^, 
case cognizable before him, when a jury shall be required 
before the Circuit Court or a Justice of the Peace, and in 
all cases, where the amount of fine is over $16 66f , and 
is not fixed by law, the sum shall be ascertained by the 
verdict of a jury.

He shall have full 
power to grant injunctions, restraining orders, and writs jaJSyeSTSt!*" 
of habeas corpus, and administer oaths in all cases where- 
in, by existing laws, Justices of the Peace are required or , 
authorized so to do. He shall keep a record of his pro- 
ceedings, a certified copy of which shall be evidence in 
all courts of justice, and have the same force and efiect 
as records of a Justice of the Peace.

Be it enacted by the Crenercd Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That W. G. Simpson, J. B. English, William Beck, corporatori 
A. M. Rigg, ThoB. C. Ross, and S. B. Brown, and their sue- umef. 
cessors,be and they are hereby incorporated and appointed 
a body politic and corporate, by the name and style of the JjPSJie! 
''Martin Institute," for the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining a Male Academy of learning in the county of 
Owen; and by such name and style shall be capable, in poiren,*^ 
law, to contract and be contracted with, to sue and be 
sued, in all the courts of this Commonwealth and else- 
where, to acquire, hold, and convey property, both real, 
personal, and mixed; and to receive donations of money, 
land, or property, and to establish and enforce such by- 
laws, ordinances, and regulations, not incompatible with 
the laws of this Commonwealth, as to them may seem 
necessary for the good government of the corporation, 
and of the teachers and pupils in their employ. 

§ 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall be three oapttai itMk. 
thousand dollars, in shares of twenty-five dollars each, 
with the power to increase the same to any sum not ex- 
ceeding five thousand dollars: Provided, That certifi- 
cates of capital stock shall at no time exceed the amount 
actually paid in or subscribed to said corporation, for the 
purposed indicated in this act; and it shall be the duty of 
the Board of Trustees, or the President and Secretary 
thereof, to issue to each contributor of either money or 
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1858. acceptable property, towards the building and endow- 
ment of said institute, certificates of one share of capital 
stock for each sum of twenty -five dollars which may have 
been so contributed and paid, or which may hereafter, 
upon the call of said Trustees, be contributed and either 
paid or guaranteed to the use and benefit of said Insti- 
tute. 

§ 3. The persons named in the first section of this act 
haying been elected Trustees by the subscribers to the 
Martin Institute, are hereby recognized as the legally con- 
stituted Board of Trustees for the government of sad cor- 
poration, to hold ofiice until the first Monday in July, 
1858, on which day, and on the corresponding day of ev- 
ery succeeding year, it shall be the duty of the stockhold- 
ers to meet at the house of said Institute, near the town 
New Liberty, and elect six competent persons to consti- 
tute said Board of Trustees for the next ensuing year; 
and said Board of Trustees shall elect a President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer, to whom they may assign such duties 
and responsibilities as may be designated in the by-laws 
and regulations of said corporation. 

§ 4. At the election of Trustees, and on all questions 
submitted to the vote of said stockholders, each person or 
persons shall be entitled, by himself or proxy, to one vote 
for each share he or they may own, but no person shall 
be entitled to vote for himself or by proxy, or on account 
of both together, more than one fifth the whole stock of 
the association; and all officers shall continue to hold and 
exercise the functions of their i*espective offices till their 
successors shall be duly elected and qualified.

stockholders, upon giving twenty days notice thereof, and 
at any such meeting, a ms^ority in interest of the whole 
stock in the corporation concurring, shall have power to 
remove or dismiss any officer or employee or pupil of said 
Institute, and to transact any other business that any reg- 
lar annual meeting may deem expedient. At all meetings 
of stockholders it shall require a majority in interest of 
the whole stock to be represented to constitute a quorum 
for business. 

§ 6. The trustees shall have power to appoint a Princi- 
pal of said Academy, and such other instructors, profes- 
sors, or teachers as they may deem fit, and fix their sala- 
ries or rates of charges for tuition, and may remove or 
dismiss such principal, assistants, professors' or teachers, 
at pleasure; and said Trustees shall or may establish rules 
for the government of both teachers and pupils in said 
Academy, and may confer on those pupils they shall ad- 
judge worthy such honors and literary degrees as are us- 
ually conferred by the best male Academies. 
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§7. The Trustees may decide what class of pupils to 1858. 
admit to said Institute, but the children and wards of stock- 



holders shall have precedence in admission in case the In- miSed*, ^ 
stitute shall be incapable of accommodating all the ap- 
plicants there',j; and the trustees may fix the amount of 
original subscription of stock that sha)! entitle the holder 
thereof, and his, her, or their successor, to a scholar in 
said Academy free of further charge for tuition. 

§ 8. The capital stock shall be assignable on the books 
of the corporation, and all funds, lands, or property which 
may come into the hands of the Trustees, under the pro- 
visioas of this act, shall be used only for educational pur- 
poses, and the permanent interest and advancement of 
said institute.

AN ACT for the benefit of the town of Wajneaburg. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That W. F. Camden, George W. Singleton, John 
F. McKinzie, and their successors in office, be and they 
are hereby created a body politic and corporate, under 
the name of the " Trustees of the town of Waynesburg ;" 
and by that name may sue and be sued, contract and be 
contracted with, have perpetual succession, make all ne- 
cessary and needful regulations, ordinances, and by-laws, 
for the government of said town, not inconsistent with, 
nor repugnant to the laws of the United States, nor the 
State of Kentucky. 

^ 2. That the limits of said town shall extend from a 
point half way between the tavern houses of George W. 
Singleton and John Griffin, one-eighth of a mile north, 
Bouth, east, and west, and by lines so run from the termi- 
nations of the above named points aa to include all the 
lots as laid off in the original plat of said town. 

$ 3. That said Trustees shall exercise their power as 
such, and continue in office until the first Saturday in 
May, 1858, when a Board o/ Trustees shall be elected by 
the qualified voters, residing within the limits of said 
town ) and the election for Trustees shall thereafter an- 
nually be held on the first Saturday in May ; the number 
of Trustees shall be five, any three of whom shall ^have 
power to transact business ; and they shall appoint a 
President and Secretary, to keep a full and complete 
reoord of all the proceedings of the board. 

§ 4. Said Trustees shall have the power to open any or 
all the streets or alleys of said town, as laid down on the 
original plat thereof, where the same have not been sold 
or enclosed for a period of twenty years ; and any per- 
son or persons who shall close up or otherwise obstruct 
said streets or alleys, or who may now have the same 
closed up, or obstructed, shall be subject to a fine of five 
dollars for every twenty-four hours they permit said ob- 
stacles to remain after three days notice, given by the 
Board of Trustees or some one by them, lawfully au- 
thorized by them to remove the same, to be recovered by 
petition in the name of the Trustees of said town, to a 
Justice of the Peace for Lincoln county, residing in or 
nearest to said town. 

( 6. That the inhabitants of said town, subject to work 
on roads and highways, shall be subject to work on the 
streets and alleys of said town, for the same length of 
time ; and for a failure, to be subject to the same penal- 
ties that citizens are now subject to for failure to work on 
the roads and highways in this Commonwealth ; and the 
citizens of said town shall not be compelled to work on 
AQy othcfr road. 
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§ 6. All fines and forfeitures for breaches of the by- 
laws and ordinances of said town, shall be recovered be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace for the county of Lincoln, and 
applied by the Trustees to the improvementof said town.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the CommanwemUk 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That Wm. C. Lyle, Joseph Porter, B. F. PuUen, 
Wm. W. Mitchell, George W. Williams, Henry Hopson, 
R. S. Henderson, as Trustees for the purposes in this act 
specified, be and they are hereby constituted a body cor- 
porate, under the name and style of '*The Bourbon Acade- 
my;" and by that name «hall have perpetual succession 
and a common seal, and may sue or be sued in any court 
in this Commonwealth. 

^ 2. That the object and business ef said corporation 
shall be to found and maintai|^, in the town of Paris, an 
institution or institutions of learning, , male and female. 

^ 3. That the capital stock shall be fifty thousand 
dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty dollars each. 

^ 4. That books for the subscription of stock shall be 
opened at such places, and at such times, as the Trustees 
shall direct — three Commissioners to be appointed by the 
Trustees to open said Books, any two of whom may act. 
The subscribers must enter into an obligation of the fol- 
lowing import: " We promise to pay to the ^* Bourbon 
Academy" fifty dtillars for every share of stock set oppo- 
site to our names, to be paid in such manner and propor- 
tions, and at such times, as may be required of us by the 
Trustees of said Academy." 

( 5. That the proceeds of said stock shall be invested 
in the purchase of a suitable site, in the town of Paris, 
for school buildings, and in the erection of such buildingSi 
and in the purchase of necessary libraries and plilosoph- 
ical and school apparatus; and said Trustees may receive 
in addition to said stock, any money or property real or 
personal, by gift, devise, or otherwise, to be held, appro- 
priated, and used for the same purpose. 

§ 6. That all vacancies occuring among said Trustees, 
by removal from the county of Bourbon, death or resig- 
nation, or other way, must be filled by a majority of tho06 
who remain, or by a simple majority of a quorum, and 
so on in perpetual succession. Any ibur shaU constitate 
a quorum^ 
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$ 7. That snid Trustees shall elect a Chairmai^ of theii* 
own body, who shall preside over their meetings, and 
who shall be entitled to one vote only. They shall ap- 
point a Clerk, who shall keep, in a well bound book, a 
fair record of all their proceedings. And they shall ap- 
point a Treasurer, who shall collect, receive, and account 
for all funds, money, or other valuable thing belonging to 
said corporation; he shall be required to execute bond 
with ample surety, conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of his duty as treasurer; and any covenant inserted in 
said bond shall be binding upon him and his sureties, ac- 
cording to the true meaning of the same.

§ 0. That the Trustees of the town of Paris may, by 
deed, convey to the corporation created by this act, their 
right, title, and interest to a lot in the town of Paris, 
known on the plat of said town as Lot No. 108, situa- 
ted on the south side and fronting on Pleasant street, on 
which lot the said Trustees of Paris have recently erect- 
ed a building for school purposes; and said lot, with the 
improvements thereon, shall be held and used by said 
corporation for educational purposes, and for no other; 
and the schools taught, and to be taught, in the buildings 
on said lot, be and remain under the exclusive manage*- 
ment of the*Trustees of said corporation; and that upon 
said conveyance being made by the Trustees of the town 
of Paris their power over said schools shall forever 
cease.

AN ACT to authorize the appointment of Commiseioners vf a Sinkiog 
Fund, end to provide for the payment of the public debtjbr F/ijette countj. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonrvealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That for the purpose of providing for the pay- 
ment of the principal of the bonds issued by Fayette 
county to the Maysville and Lexington Railroad Compa- 
ny, the Covington and Lexington Railroad Company, and 
the Lexington and Danville Railroad Company, a Sink- 
ing Fund is hereby created, which shall consist of all di- 
vidends which shall be received by said county from said 
companies, as well as all dividends received by the coun- 
ty from its stock in the Turnpike Roads of the county, 
and of an annual tax which the County Court of Fayette 
county is hereby authorized to leVy upon the taxable 
property of said county, in addition to the tax said Coun- 
ty Court iff now authorized to levy for the payment of the 
interest on said bonds. 

§ 2. The tax authorized to be levied by the preceding 
section, shall not exceed one-fourth of one per cent, on 
the taxable property, and shall be levied and collected in 
the same manner, and under the same responsibilities 
with the railroad tax now authorized to be levied and 
collected, and shall be paid over to and managed by the 
CommissionerB of the Sinking Fund of Fayette, who

or both, and the party found guilty is unable to pay the 
fine, or has been ordered to prison, the Judge may order 
the defendant to work upon the streets or alleys or wharf 
in said city, under the superintendence of the city mar- 
shal, at the rate of one dollar and a half per day until 
the fine is paid; and if the judgment or verdict is for 
imprisonment only, then the defendant, under like order 
of the Judge, shall perform like work on the streets and 
alleys for the same period of his confinement; and no 
person shall be put in jail before a trial, unless the Judge 
shall so direct in writing. 
§ 3. That all actions or suits against the city, or any 
wkeniQitoto of its officers, shall be prosecuted in twelve months from 
^ ' the day the cause of action accrued, and not thereafter. 
' § 4. If two or more defendants are arrested under the 
CMtt,how same precept, and all tried under the same, and at one 
"" time, but one attorney's fee of two dollars and fifty cents 

shall be taxed as costs for the city attorney against the 
defendant or defendants found guilty. For good cause 
shown to the court, by any of the defendants, a separate 
trial shall be awarded him: Provided^ That no attorney's 
fee shall be taxed except where same is now taxed by 
law. 
§ 5. All laws in conflict with the foregoing sections 
^j^,i^^P**^« shall be repealed, and this act shall take efiect from its 

passage. 
§ 6. That the City Judge of Paducah shall hold a 
Judge diau court at the Court House in Paducah, on the first Mon- 
•eiiiu, Aik"*^' day in each month, for the purpose of trying all civil 
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suits and motions that may be brought or made in said 1858. 
court; he shall have jurisdiction in all civil causes, (ex- ' 
cept those causes originating in said county outside of 
the city limits,) when the amount in controversy does 
not exceed one hundred dollars, including actions against 
steamboats and their officers and owners; and the pro* 
visions of the Revised Statutes and Civil Code of Prac- 
tice, and amendments thereto, shall apply to this court 
so far as they are applicable; and ten days actual ser- 
vice of process, or twenty days constructive service on non- 
resident defendants, and the appointment of an attorney 
to defend, shall be sufficient to authorize a trial of the 
cause; but no suit involving the title or boundary of land 
or town lots shall be brought or prosecuted in said court; 
and the City Clerk shall act as the Clerk of this court, 
and entitled to the same fees, and shall be under the 
same responsibilities as the Circuit Court Clerks of this 
State. That all elections by the people under the char- 
ter shall be by viva voce; and the Council shall have 
power to declare the office of Clerk vacant, when the 
incumbent, for drunkenness or other good cause, is una- 
ble to discharge the duties of his office, and fill the va- 
cancy by appointment.

CHAPTER 916. 

AN ACT to ftmezid the ehftrter of tho CoTington and Cincinnati Bridgs 

Company. 

Be it enacted by the Oenend Assembly of the CvmmonweaUh 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That the Covinpton and Cincinnati Bridge Com- icarMndMS 
pany shall have full po>Ker and authority to proceed and '^ ••toie»*o. 
condemn any and all real property that may be neces- 
sary for the location, erection, or convenience of its 
bridge, toll-house, abutments, piers, anchor pits, or ap* 
preaches to said bridge, or to be in any way and for the 
convenience of the same, under a writ of ad quod dam- 
num. The Mayor of the city of Covington, cr the Coun- 
ty Judge of Kenton county, may issue the writ, upon the 
application of said company, and shall preside at the 
trial, which shall be held at the Mayor's office, in said 
city, or other convenient place designated by the officer 
issuing the writ; and the jury summoned by virtue of said 
writ shall consist of twelve freeholders, who, upon view 
of the property to be condemned, and, if necessary, hear- 
ing testimony, shall assess the cash value, in damages, 
which the proprietor or proprietors of said property will 
sustain by the appropriation of the same in the manner 
proposed. At least five days notice shall be given, prior 
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1S58. to the trial, when the proprietor or proprietors of the pro- 
perty reside in the State of Kentucky, and when any 
proprietor of such property shall be non-resident of, or 
absent from this State, and personal service cannot be 
had, then at least thirty days notice shall be given, in a 
nev^spaper published in Covington, and in one published 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, and notice shall be served upon the 
agent of the proprietor, if he has one in the State. 
Should either the bridge Company or any proprietor of 
such property be dissatisfied with the finding of the jury 
an appeal may be taken to the Circuit Court of Kenton 
county, when the trial shall be had as in other ordinary 
cases. Should the Bridge Company wish to use the pro- 
perty during the pendency of an appeal it may do so, on 
depositing the amount of the finding in any specie pay- 
ing bank in Covington, to the credit of the proprietor or 
proprietors of the propertv. 

$ 2. Said company shall have power and authority to 
Mgjgy increase its capital not exceeding three hundred thous- 
^^ and ($300,000,) and may contract to receive any proper- 

ty in payment for subscriptions to its stock, or any work 
to be applied towards the construction or erection of the 
bridge, or its anchorage or approaches: Provided, That 
when the company receive real estate in payment of 
stock, it shall sell the same within one year thereafter, 
if cost and interest thereon can be obtained, and in any 
event it shall not hold real estate longer than five years, 
except it be such as may be necessary or convenient for 
the use of the Bridge. 
$ 3. That the city of Covington shall have and is here* 
JSytLS^^Jn ^y vested with fall power and authority to levy and im- 
tatoyvMb- pose a tax upon the taxable property of the city, and 
' upon whatever else is taxable by the charter of said city, 

to produce an amount sufficient to make good the loss or 
discount at which the ninety bonds of said city of one 
thousand dollars ^$1,000) each, taken by said company, 
may be sold, said bonds having been passed to said com- 
pany at par value, in payment of $90,000 of said city's 
stock subscription: Provided ^ That this amount shall not 
exceed the actual loss which the company may sustain in 
disposing of said bonds: And, provided. That in no event, 
shall more than thirty-one thousand five hundred dollars 
($31,500) be paid to said company by said city, on ac- 
count of such loss or discount; also, to levy and impose a 
tax for the payment of the interest on said bonds, until 
the dividends on the city's stock shall pay the same; or 
said city may levy and impose a tax, sufficient to produce 
ninety thousand dollars, ($90,000) and therewith redeem 
the bonds so given to said company: Provided, That no 
tax shall be levied for the purpose of redeeming said

qoestion of levying such tax shall be submitted to the de- 

cision of the qualified voters of the city, at an election 
held for that purpose, which election may be ordered and 
notice thereof be given by the City Council of said city 
whenever, and in what manner soever it may deem it ex- 
pedient to do 80. If a majority of the votes cast at such 
election be in favor of said tax, it shall be levied. That 
in case it shall be decided to levy a tax for the purpose of Taz-payen to 
redeeming said bonds, then the tax payers shall have ^mpaay.^ ^ 
stock of said company issued to them for the amount of 
the tax paid, when certificates or receipts for the pay- 
ment of such tax shall be presented amounting to a share 
or shares of stock. The tax receipts shall be transfera- 
ble by assignment, and when assigned the holders there- 
of shall have all the rights which the original holders 
possessed; and such tax receipts shall entitle the holders 
thereof to p-o rata dividends, though the amount or 
amounts thereof be less than a share of stock: Provided^ 
That the slock issued to said city, in consideration of the 
said ninety bonds, shall be returned to said company as 
the bonds shall be redeemed or paid bv the tax provided 
for in this section. Said City Council shall have the same 
power and authority to collect the taxes which may be 
levied and imposed under authority of this amendment, 
for the payment of the interest on said bonds, and to make 
good any loss said company may sustain in disposing of 
the same, not exceeding the $31,500 above stated, or to 

Erovide the means to redeem said ninety bonds, as it now 
as to collect the ordinary revenue tax of the city. 
§ 4. That copies of the records or papers of said com- 
pany, belonging to its ofiice, certified by the Secretary of 
said company, shall be evidence in all courts and places 
where the originals would be. 

§ 5. That whenever said company shall give notice, by gm-crt^uoM 
advertisement in a newspaper published in Covington and ncahrtd SI 
in one published in Cincinnati, that subscriptions of pre- tiSS^sS!^^ 
ferred stock will be received, it may receive subscriptions 
for and issue such stock as follows, viz: JFirst, All per- 
sons holding stock taken prior to the publication of such 
notice, who may, within sixty days after its publication, 
subscribe for additional stock, after they have paid for 
their first stock and for their additional stock, shall be 
eonsidered preferred stockholders to the extent of such 
additional stock taken, and to the further extent of a pro- 
portion of their original stock held prior to the date of 
said notice, not exceeding the amount of such additional 
subscription; the additional subscriptions shall be pay a* 
ble in such installments as the Directory of the company 
may require, and be subject to like forleiture as the orig- 
inal Btopk. Secondly. After said notice shall have been 
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1858. published sixty days, if the amount of stock which the 
' company desire to have taken shall not have been sub- 
scribed by persons previously stockholders, other persons, 
not previously stockholders, may subscribe, until the 
amount of stock which the company wish to have taken 
be subscribed, and those who thus subscribe and pay for 
stock shall be considered preferred stockholders, to the 
extent of the stock taken by them. Dividends may be 

Ji^^^tobe declared by said company either monthly, quarterly, 
' ^' semi-annually, or annually; and all preferred stockholders 
shall be entitled to dividends at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum on their preferred stock, whenever the whole 
net receipts of the company amount to so much as will 
produce at the rate of six per cent, per annum on the 
preferred stock; and whenever the whole net receipts of 
the company amount to less than will produce at the rate 
of six per cent, per annum on the preferred stock, then 
the dividends shall be made to the preferred stockholders 
only. Whenever the total net receipts of the company 
exceed ah amount sufficient to pay the preferred stock- 
holders a dividend at the rate of six percent, per annum, 
and net as much as, or more than will pay at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum on all the stock, then such excess 
shall be apportioned among the non-preferred stockhold- 
ers. But whenever the total net receipts of the company 
amount to as much as or more than will produce dividends 
at the rate of six percent, per annum on all the stock, then 
all stockholders, including the non- preferred, shall receive 
divMends at the same rate, one with another. The first 
dividend year shall be considered as commencing on the 
day the company begin to receive tolls on the bridge, and 
the same day in each successive year shall be the com- 
mencement of that dividend year: Provided, however ^ 
That the company shall not be allowed to receive sub- 
^ scriptions for, nor to issue any preferred stock, until the 

stockholders of said company, at a regular meeting, or 
at a meeting called by order of the Directory, shall adopt 
the above amendment, providing for and indicating the 
manner in which such stock shall be subscribed and is- 
sued. A miyority of the stock subscribed shall be nec- 
essary therefor. 
§ 6. That said company may borrow money, not ex- 

moMjid^?^^ ceeding six hundred thousand dollars, ($600,000,) on the 

credit of the corporation, and may pledge any and all of 
its property, rights, tolls, income, and franchises, by mort- 
gage, for the security and payment of the interest and 
principal of any of its debts, and may issue bonds there- 
for, at such rates of interest and payable — the principal 
and interest — at such times and places, and to such 
amounts, as the Directors of said company shall deem 
requisite for its interest, and may sell and dispose there- 
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of at sach rates and on such terms as the company may 1858. 
determine. The bonds issned by the company,, or any ' 
portion thereof, may be made and issued convertible into 
the stock of the company, on such conditions as the com- 
pany may prescribe. 

§7. That when the stockholders of said company, at ^^^•^JJJ^ 
any regular meeting, or at any meeting called by order of m«ntaf 
the Directors, adopt the above amendments, or any por- 
tion thereof, the portion so adopted shall become a part of 
the charter of the company; and a portion may be adopted 
from time to time. A msyority of the stock subscribed 
shall be necessary therefor.

No. 322, of Free apd Accepted Masons, under the juris- 
diction of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, be and they 
are hereby created a body politic and corporate, by the 
name and style of "Alma Lodge, No. 322," and as suck 
shall have perpetual succession, and be capable, in their 
corporate capacity, of contracting and being contracted 
with, of suing and being sued, of pleading and being 
impleaded, in all courts of law and equity; may have 
and use a common seal; shall be capable of receiving, 
acquiring, and holding, either by gift, purchase, or de- 
vise, or otherwise, any estate, either real or personal, 
necessary for the support of said Lodge, not exceeding 
ten thousand dollars in value, and may lease, mortgage, 
rent, sell, and convey the same; and shall have power 
to make, amend, alter, and enforce all by-laws, rules, 
and regulations for the government of said corporation, 
and for the management of its property, as may not be 
inconsistent with the laws and constitution of this com- 
monwealth and of the United States. 

§ 2. That the General Assembly shall have power to 
amend or repeal this act at pleasure. But a repeal of 
this act shall not divest the members of said Lodge of 
their property held under it.

AN ACT for the beneat of Robert Floty and Jacob Rioe. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwcalik 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That Robert Fluty, late Sheriff of Estill county, 
be and he is hereby allowed the further time of two 
years, from and after the passage of this act, to make 
out and collect all his uncollected fee bills ; and that said 
fee bills, when made out, shall have all the distrain able 
force that other fee bills have by existing laws : Provi- 
ded^ That he and his sureties shall be liable to all the 
penalties ihiposed by existing laws for issuing illegal tee 
bills. 

§ 2. That the provisions of this act shall also apply to 
Jacob Rice, of Carter county.

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CHAPTER 231. 
▲N AOT to amend tneetaartor of the City of f^ewporl. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That the following sections shall constitute amend- 
ments to the charter of the city of Newport, and all laws 
relating to said city conflicting therewith* are repealed : 

§ 1. The name and style of the corporation shall here- 
after be the City of Newport, and by that name it may 
sue and be sued, contract and be contracted with, and 
do all such acts and things as municipal corporations 
may lawfully do. 

§ 2. The wards of the city shall be as nearly equal in 
voting population as may be, having regard to perma- 
nent boundaries, and may be changed from time to time 
by ordinance, as a due regard to equality in population 
may require, but no change in the boundaries of the 
wards shall be made at an)' time within twenty days of 
a general municipal election. Until the same are chang- 
ed by law or ordinance, the present number and bounda- 
ries of wards shall continue ; and the number of wards 
ehall not exceed six, until the voters of said city shall 
exceed thirteen hundred. 

$ 3. The general municipal elections of the city shall 
be held, annually, on the first Monday in March, between 
the hours of six o'clock in the morning and seven o'clock 
in the evening ; and the laws of this Commonwealth re- 
lating to frauds, bribery, and illegal voting, shall apply 
to the municipal elections, and they shall be conducted 
in the same manner, and according to the rules prescrib- 
ed in State elections, except that the City Council shall 
appoint the officers to hold them, and open and examine 
the returns thereof; and at such elections all persons 
having the qualiflcalions of voters of this Commonwealth, 
and who have resided sixty days in the city, and in the 
wards in which they may offer to vote for ten days next 
before the election, shall be entitled to vote. 

§ 4. The legislative power of the city is vested in a 
board, to be styled the " City Council of the City of New- 
port," composed of two members from each ward, hav- 
ing the qualifications of voters of the city for one year 
next before their election, who shall be chosen annually 
by the qualified voters of the several wards. 

§ 5. The City Council has power to pass all by- laws 
and ordinances necessary for the good government and 
general police of the city, and to carry into effect the 
provisions of this or any other act relating to the city. 
To levy and collect a general ad valorem tax on the taxa- 
ble property of the city, not exceeding one dollar on 
each one hundred dollars of valuation, and a tax on 
each tithable in the city of not exceeding one dollar 
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1858. &nd fifty cents, but no ordinance levying a tax for gener- 
al purposes, shall continue in force, except for the col- 
lection of the taxes levied under it, for a longer term 
than one year, unless repassed, but may be amended or 
repealed at any time ; and the general tax ordinances 
shall be revised annually ; nor shall any general city tax 
exceeding the sum of sixty cents on each one hundred 
dollars of valuation, be levied, unless concurred in by a 
majority of all the voters of the city voting at an elec- 
tion for that purpose; and in all revisions of the city 
taxes, the City Council is limited to raising a sum suffi- 
cient, as shown by the annual estimates, to meet the or* 
dinary expenditures of the city, including the interest of 
the city debt payable in ihe several years, and the prin* 
cipal thereof falling due, together with any deficit for a 
preceding year, and one thousand dollars for contingen- 
cies; nor shall any general tax ordinance be passed unless 
the same be read and considered at two separate meetings 
of the boaiti at least, unless three-fourths of all the mem- 
bers concur in dispensing with this rule ; nor shall such 
ordinance be passed at any time without the concurrence 
of a majority of all the members of the board, upon a 
call of the yeas and nays. 

To direct the opening, and grading, and paving, or 
bouldering, or McAdamizing of all or any part of any 
street, alley, or square in the city, upon petition of a ma- 
jority in quantity of the owners of real estate abutting 
on the part to be improved, or without such petition if 
two thirds of nil the members of the City Council concur, 
where a portion of the street, alley, or square has been 
already improved, or where the unimproved portion lies 
between two improved streets; and to levy and collect a 
special tax, at a rate per lineal foot, upon the real estate 
abutting on the part to be improved, to pay for the pav- 
' ing, bouldering, or McAdamizing. 

To direct the owners of real estate upon any street, or 
part of a street or square, ii\ the city, to improve and 
pave the side- walks in front of their real estate in such 
manner as to the council shall seem best; and if, after no* 
tioe, in person or by publication, of not less than six^ 
days, any such real estate owner shall fail, refuse, or 
neglect to make such improvement or pavement, to cause 
the same to be done, and to levy special taxes on the re- 
al estate to defray the expenses thereof. 

To appropriate money from the city treasury, either 
generally or specially, lor city purposes — but all appro- 
priations must be made either by ordinance or resolution 
in writing, and no appropriation shall be made unless 
concurred in by a majority of all the members elected to 
the board, upon a call of the yeas and nays. 

To contract debts in the name of the city, by borrow- 
ing money for the use of the city, not to exceed, in addi- 
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tion to the present fanded debts, the sum of thirty thou- 1858. 
sand dollars, to be applied to the redemption of the float- 
ing debt of the city, but such debts must not be contract- 
ed unless provision be made to pay the interest accrue- 
ing at stated periods and to redeem the principal in not ex- 
ceeding thirty years; and for such debts the city may is- 
sue its bonds, with coupons attached, for an interest of not 
exceeding ten per centum per annum; and after such 
debts shall be contracted the City Council shall be pro- 
hibited form issuing city orders; and whether such debts 
be contracted or not, the City Council shall be prohibited 
from issuing city orders at the end of two years fl*om the 
next municipal election; and in case the said loan is ef- 
fected the City Council shall levy an additional tax to 
pay the interest thereof annually, and the principal at 
maturitv. 

§ 0. The City Clerk shall perform the duties of a City 
Auditor, and shall audit and keep the accounts of the 
city, and of the oflicers of the city. He must, at least 
once in each month, lay before the City Council a general 
statement of the finances of the city; and all the collect- 
ing and disbursing officers shall report monthly to him; 
and at the end of each fiscal year he shall lay before the 
City Council a detailed statement of the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the city, for the proceeding, and a detailed 
estimate for the succeeding year. 

§ 7. There shall be elected at the annual municipal elec- 
tion, 4wo Assessors, who shall have the qualifications of 
members of the City Council; they must, before entering 
on the duties of their ofiices, each, execute bond with 
good security, to be approved of by the City Council, 
payable to the city of Newport, for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties according to law and the ordinan- 
ces of the city; and they shall have a compensatitm for 
their services, payable out of the City Treasury, which 
shall be fixed at a rate per list by the City Council; they 
shall proceed, in each year, as soon after their qualifica- 
tions as may be, to assess the taxable property and tithes 
of the city, for general taxation, and report their assess- 
ments to the City Clerk before or during the first week in 
the month of May succeeding; and all vacancies occuring 
in the office of Assessor may be filled by appointment of 
the City Council. 

§ 8. The Assessors books (*hall remain in the City 
Clerk^s office, open to the inspection of any one concern- ^^^^^ 
ed; and the Clerk shall at once, on their being reported ciark. 
to him, cause duplicates thereof to be made out and filed 
with the City Treasurer, together with the tax bills; and 
until the fir^t day of August next succeeding all tax pay- 
ers shall have the privilege of paying their city taxes and 
tithes'to the City Treasurer, and upon their dioing so the 
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1858. Treasurer Bhall deliver to them their tax bills receipted by

§9. AH tax bills remaining unpaid on the first day of 

ptMiV"^***^ August, in each year, shall be charged with a penalty of 

twenty per centum thereon, and shall be listed by the 
City Clerk in a book to be kept for that purpose, and de- 
livered to the City Marshal, or such collector as may be 
appointed by the City Council, he receipting the list 
thereof for collection, and first executing bond payable to 
the city of Newport, with good security, to be approved 
by the City Council, for the faithful performance of his 
duty, and to account for and pay over to the City Treas- 
urer all money collected by him on such delinquent tax 
bills; and the City Marshal or Collector shall at once pro- 
ceed to collect the delinquent bills and penalties, by visit- 
ing the delinquent tax payers, or their agents, if in the 
city, and destraining, if necessary, any personal proper- 
ty or slaves of the tax payers, and selling the same ais in 
cases where like distress is made for taxes due this Com- 
monwealth; and no personal property shall be exempt 
from distress for city taxes or tithes, except such property 
is now exempt from execution; and the City Marshal or 
Collector shall be allowed a per centum on all sums col- 
lected by him, to be fixed by the City Council, and paid 
out of the penalties added, and fifty cents for each dis- 
tress, and one dollar for each sale, to be paid as costs by 
the tax payers, for which additional property may be dis- 
trained and sold at the same time; and the City Marshal 
or Collector must, by the first day of November in each 
year, make a return to the City Clerk of delinquent tax 
bills in his hands unpaid, with bis afiidavit on each, stat- 
ing what he has done with such bill, and the same shall 
then be charged with a further penalty of thirty per cen- 
tum, and the Marshal or Collector, with his surety, shall 
be liable upon his bond, by motion or action in the May-

which take precedence over all other liens, except liens 
for taxes payable to this commonwealth, which may be 
enforced by direction of the President of the Couiicil»

§ 1. That a company is hereby created, under the name 
and style of the ''Somerset, London, and Waitsborough 
turnpike road company," for the purpose of making a 
gravel, McAdamized, or other artificial road from Lon- 
don to Somerset and Waitsborough, at steamboat navi- 
gation on the Cumberland river. 

§ 2. The following persons are appointed Commi/^sion- 
ers to contract for and superintend the building of said 
road, and to locate the same: Edmund Jones, B. H.

Barker, John J. Thomas, Lewis Hardy, Rice DuKa, Lar- 
kin T. Brasher, John D. Morris, Hiram Steel, Samuel 
Bernard, Kob*t McKee, L. L. Leavell, and Julian Brown, 
and their associates and successors, be and they are here- 
by incorporated, by the name and style of *'The Hopkins- 
ville Press Printing Company," and are hereby invested 
with full power to acquire and hold and convey property,

AN ACT to eiUblUh a Sinking Fund for tht tMj of Loxington. 

Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the Camnumwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That for the purpose of providing for the punctual 
payment of the interest, as it shall fall due, upon the 
bonds which have been issued by the city of Lexington 
to pay for stock subscribed by said city in the Lexingtoh 
and Big Sandy railroad company, and for the final liqui- 
dation and redemption of said bonds, a Sinking Fund is 
hereby created and established, to be made up of the divi- 
dends accruing to said city on the stock owned by her in 
said companv, and of the annual tax levied and to be 
levied in. said city for that purpose; which fhnd shall be 
forever sacred and set apart and devoted to the purposes 
pointed out in this act, and to none other. 

( 2. That in the month of May in each year the Board 
of Councilmen of the city of Lexington, a miyority there- 
of being present^ shall appoint three fit persons residents 'tiw^adpowow. 
of said city, who shall be and are hereby constituted Com- 
missioners of said Sinking Fund, and all the sources of 
income provided by this act shall be under their manage- 
misnt and control; and they shall be charged with the 
payment of the interest as the same shall accrue on the 
bonds of the city, which have been issued for the purpose 
aforesaid, out of said Sinking Fund; and they shall, from 
time to time, invest the surplus money belonging to said 
Sinking Fund in safe and profitable stocks, in order that 
said fund may be made profitable and available; and 
whenever they shall deem it advisable so to do, they may 
use any portion of the money on hand, constituting said 
fund, in the purchase and redemption of the bonds of 
said city» and the same, when thus purchased and re* 
deemed, and all coupons taken in and paid by said Com- 
n^ssioners, shall be cancelled by burning in the presence of 
the Mayor of the city of Lexington and the Clerk of the 
City Court of said city, a record of which shall be made 
by said Clerk. 

§ 3. The said Board of Commissioners shall be a body 
politic, and shall have perpetual succession; may sue and Sndeoa>or^.* 
be sued, and may do all and singular every act which 
may be done, by a body corporate; and shall be known 
and designated by the name and style of "the Commis* 
Bioners of the Sinking Fond'for the city of Lexington." 
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§ 4. In addition to the levy of a tax to pay the interest 
on said city bonds, as authorized by the act incorporating 
said railroad company, the city of Lexington, through ber 
legally constituted authorities, shall have power, anna- 
ally, to levy a further amount, not exceeding ten cents on 
the hundred dollars, to be collected in the same manner 
as said authorities are authorized to levy and collect the 
tax imposed for the payment of interest on said bonds; 
and the amount thus levied and collected shall be and 
constitute a part of said Sinking Fund. 

^ 5. The Commissioner^ who may be appointed under 
this act, shall be sworn to discharge their duties as such 
Commissioners faithfully; shall hold their offices from the 
date of their appointment for twelve months, and until 
their successors shall be duly appointed and qualified; 
may be removed from office by the Board of Councilmen 
of said city, a meyority of the Councilmen being present 
and concurring therein; they shall keep a record of their 
proceedings; shall elect one of their number President 
of the board, and another Secretary, and in the month of 
January, in each year, shall make a full report of their 
proceedings in writing, which, upon being examined and

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CHAPTER 979. 1868. 

AN ACT for th« btncflt of James Faa1kfi«r. 

Whereas, it is represented to the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky that James Faulkner, of 
Whitley county, has of late years become greatly embar- 
rassed in his pecuniary affairs, and that said Faulkner is 
the owner of some landed estate; and whereas, said 
Faulkner, some two or three years affo, bought a negro 
woman and child in the State of Tennessee, and is not 
allowed to sell them under five years. Now, to enable * 
said Faulkner to sell said negroes for the purpose of sav*' 
ing his land from being sold to pay off his debts, there- 
fore, 

Be it enacted by the GteTieral Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

That the said Faulkner be and he is hereby authorized 
to sell said slaves without incurring the penalties de- 
nounced by law against persons buying slaves in other 
States, for their own use, who sell them before five years^ 
expire.

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§ 4. The book of subscription shall remain open until 
the whole capital stock, or enough to complete the road, 
0hi^ll have been subscribed. 

§ 5. So soon as fift}^ shares shall have been subscribed, 
it shall be the daty of the Commissioners, or some one of 
them, to give notice of a meeting of the stockholders of 
said company, in the city of Lexington, for the purpose of 
choosing officers, which notice shall be put up at tnree of 
the most public places on the contemplated road, for at 
least ten days before the meeting; and at said meeting at 
least two of the Commissioners shall be present, and su* 
perintend and conduct the election. There shall be elect- 
ed a President and five Directors, who shall hold their 
offices for one year, and until their successors shall be 
duly elected and qualified; and the said Directors shall 
elect a Treasurer, and such other officers as they may 
deem necessary. And the Treasurer, before he enters on 
the duties of his office, shall execute bond to said compa* 
ny, with security to be approved of by the directory, in 
the penalty of ten thousand dollars, conditioned that he 
will perform the duties of his office, and whenever a de- 
mand shall be made upon him by the directory, or its au- 
thorized agent, pay over all sums of money in his hands 
aa Treasurer; and he shall continue in office until anoth- 
er be appointed by the Directory.

AN ACT to amend the charter of the towD of Concord, in Lewli conntj. 

Be it enacted by^ the General Assembfy of the Commonwealth 

of Kentucky: 

^ 1. That on the first Monday in August, 1858, and on

He shall have jurisdiction of all of- 
fenses under the by-laws and ordinances of said town. 
He shall keep a record of his proceedings, as Justfces of 
the Peace are required to do; appeals may be taken from 
his judgments in the *Bame manner that appeals are al- 
lowed to' be taken from judgments of Justice of the 
Peace; and for his services he shall be entitled to the 
same fees allowed to Justices of the Peace for similar 
services. 

§ 3. A Marshal for said town shall be elected by the qual- 
ified voters thereof, on the first Monday in August, 1858, 
and on the same day of the same month every second 
year thereafter. He shall enter upon the discharge of 
the duties of his office on the first Monday in January UmT 
next after his election, and continue in office two years 
therefrom. He shall be ineligible after the second term 
in the same manner as Sherifis. He shall, before he en- 
ters upon the duties of his office, be sworn faithfully to 
discharge them. He shall execute a covenant, with good 
security, to be approved of by the Trustees, stipulating 
for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office; and 
for a violation of which, or any of his duties as Marshal, 
he and his sureties may be sued or moved against in 
the same manner as Constables and their sureties. He 
shall execute the process and precepts issued by the Po- 
lice Judge. He shall be collector of the town taxes and 
revenues, and for which service he shall be allowed a 
reasonable compensation by the Trustees. For his other 
services he shall have the same fees allowed by law to 
Constables for similar services. 

§ 4. The Board of Trustees of said town may annual- 
ly appoint an Assessor to take in the list of taxable pro- 
perty 'in said town. They may likewise appoint a Treas- 
urer for said town, whose duty it shall be to receive and 
keep the public revenues of the town, subject to the or- 
der of the Board of Trustees. He shall execute a cove- 
nant with good securityi to be approved of by the Trus* 
tees, stipulating for a faithful discharge of the duties of 
his office. 

§ 5. The Board of Trustees may annually levy and col- Pow«norTra»- 
lect a poll tax, not exceeding one dollar and fifty cents •••••*«• 
upon each tithable in said town, white or black. They 
may also annually levy and collect an ad valorem tax up- 
on the real and personal property in said town, not ex- 
ceeding fifteen cents on the one hundred dollars in value, 
for the uses and purposes of the town.

AN ACT authorising the County Jud;;e of Ohio county to •abntit to th« 
qualified voters of said county the propriety of voting * tas for road par- 
puses. 

Be it enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the CommtmwtaUh 
of Kentucky: ' 

That the County Judge of Ohio county may, by order 
entered on the books of his court, submit to the qualified 
voters of said county, at the next general August election 
in 1858, whether they will tax themselves to the amount 
of seventy-five cents on the bead of each person and 
slave who, by law, is now compelled to work the roads; 
and if the tax is so voted those who, by law, are com* 
pelled to work shall pay to their overseers said sums on 
demand, unless they prefer to work, and on their failure 
to do the one or the other they shall he subjected in man- 
ner and form to the penalties now denounced by law on 
their tailing to work. The Sheriflf is hereby directed, un- 
der the penalty of twenty dollars, to be recovered by in- 
dictment or presentment in the Circuit Court, for each of- 
fense, to stick up one notice in each voting district of said 
county, specifying the object of the vote* The Clerks of 
the different election precincts, under like penalties in 
last preceeding section, and recoverable in like manner, 
shall open two columns, one for and one against the tax; 
and the several SheriflTs shfill propound to each voter, 
"are you for or against the tax?" Which vote shall be re- 
turned and compared as the returns for representatives 
are now, by law, directed to be returned; and if a ma- 
jority have voted for the tax this act shall immediately 
take effect. The several overseers nhall expend the sums 
of money collected in the improvement of the roads in 
their respective districts, and shall report to the County 
Courts, semi-annually, the amounts of money thus eol- 
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lected and expended. It is further enacted, that all sumst 1858. 
received by indictment or presentment of the grand jury, ' 
as herein before prescribed efgainst Sherifik and Clerks, 
shall be disposed of, one-fourth to the Commonwealth's 
Attorney, and the remainder to be paid to the Commis- 
sioner of distribution, amongst the school districts of said 
county.

CHAPTER 298. 

AN ACT to iooorporaie MadiBon Lodge, No. 14, IndependcDt Order of 

Odd Fellows. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
oj Kentucky: 

That R. J. Porre, J. W. Gilbert, M. D. Wainscott, Jas. 
R. Williams, Elias Kurtz, R. H. Johnson, and R. C. Ch6- 
nault, and their associates, be and they are hereby created 
a body corporate, by the name and style of " Madison 
Lodge, No. 14, of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows;" and they and their associates and successors shall 
so continue and have perpetual succession, and by that 
name are made capable in law, as natural persons, to 
sue and be sued, plead ani be impleaded, contract and 
be contracted with, answer and be answered, in all 
courts of law and equity in this Commonwealth; to 
make, have, and use a common seal, and the same to 
break, alter or amend at pleasure. They may make

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CHAPTER 336. 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled, an act to incorporate tbe town of Aek* 

land. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealtk 
ef Kentucky : 

§ 1. That the corporate limits of the town of Ashland 
be so changed as follows: Commencing at the intersec- 
tion of Lawrence Avenue and the lower side of Second 
street; thence running south with the lower line of Second 
street far enough to take in the residence of D. K. Weis, 
by running a line at right angles until it strikes the upper 
line of Broadway, when extended; thence north with the 
upper line of Broadway to Lawrence Avenue; thence 
with original lines mentioned in the charter. 

§ 3. That the 3d section of said act be so amended as 
to authorize the election first to be held, as provided for 
by said section, at any time within three years from and 
after the 1st day of April, 1856, notice of said election 
being first given in some public newspaper printed in the 
town of Ashland at least three weeks before the holding 
of the same. 

$ 3. That the road tax which the citizens of Ashland 
have now to pay, under the existing laws regulating the 
roads in Greenup county, shall be appropriated and ex- 
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pended in improvmg the streets and roads within the cor- 1858. 
porate limits of said town, and the Collector of said tax ' — 

shall pa^ over the same to the Trustees of said town, 
who shall faithfully expend said tax as provided for here- 
in; and said Trustees shall report, annually,- to the Green- 
up County Court, at Its Court of Claims, the amount of 
tax raised, the amount paid oat as provided for herein, 
and to whom, which report shall be first sworn to by said 
Trustees.

§ 5. Nothing in this act shall prevent any taxi payer, 
residing in Ashland, from working out the amount of his 
tax upon the streets of said town in the same manner as 
he is now authorized by law to do on any portion of the 
roads in his district.

Trustees may direct, not exceeding three per cent, on all 
moneys received and paid out by him under the order of 
the board; he shall also, when required by any order of 
the board to that effect, attend and report to tlie same 
the condition of the treasury, and shall at all times be 
ready for a settlement. 

§20. That the Clerk appointed by the said Trustees cierk-4iuAs 
shall take an oath faithfully and impartially to discharge ki««»*e. 
the duties of his office, and shall execute covenant, with 
such conditions and M*ith such security as shall be requir- 
by the board; it shall be his duty to preserve the books, 
papers, records and every thing belonging to his office, 
and deliver the same to his successor in office;' he shall 
keep a regular journal of the proceedings of the board, 
with a regular account of the fietcal concerns thereof; he 
shall file and preserve the poll-books, annually, and shall 
record all the acts, resolutions, and orders of the board; 
he shall take all covenants, agreements, and records, and 
preserve all contracts and agreements made between the 
Board of Trustees and other persons; he shall copy and 
sign all resolutions, orders, claims, and allowances, when 
required to do so by persons having claims against the 
board; he shall file and preserve, annually, the Assessor's 
books; he shall make out a fair list of the persons and 
property liable to taxes, with the amount due by such 
persons or property, in alphabetical order, and place the 
same in the hands of the Treasurer on or before the first 
day of April, annually, and he shall file and preserve the 
report of the Treasurer; and he shall make out and place 
in the hands of the Marshal or Collector, on or before said 
first day of April, annually, a list of the persons and pro- 
perty by whom or on which taxes and dues to the town 
remain unpaid, and the amount of the same, respectively; 
he shall have full power to administer oaths in all cases 
when oaths may be necessary; his compensation shall be 
fixed and allowed by the board. 

§21. That the Marshal of the town of Hopkinvville, nantei-M* 
before he enters upon the duties of his office, shall take ^*^^*** 
an oath faithfully to discharge his duties, and shall exe- 
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1858 cute a covenant, with approved security, faitbfally to dis- 
' charge the duties of his office, and may contain any oth- 
*er conditions the board may think proper to require. He 
shall have full power, within the county of Christian, to 
serve all process and precepts to him directed from the 
Police Judge or any Justice of the Peace, and make due 
return thereof; to collect the taxes, dues, and demands of 
said town in the manner provided in this act; and shall 
levy and perfect executions upon all orders and judgments 
of tb^ Police Judge or Justice of the Peace; serve and 
execute all orders and notices issued or made by the board, 
and make due retdrn on the same; he shall be entitled to 
the same fees and per cent, for collecting the tax of said 
town, penalties, and forfeitures, as Sheriffs and Constables 
are in like cases where it is not otherwise provided for 
by this act or by order of the board: Provided^ Said Board 
of Trustees may, in their discretioii, appoint a Collector 
for the town of Hopkinsville. and require him to execute 
covenant with approved security, with such conditions as 
they may require; and it shall be the duty of said Collec- 
tor, when appointed, to collect the taxes for said town, 
and may coerce the payment of same in the same man- 
ner as required of the Marshal, and do all other acts 
which the Marshal is authorized to do in the collection of 
, the town revenue; and shall be entitled to the same com- 
pensation. The Marshal shall be entitled to a fee of one 
PMtof Maniuii dollar for serving a peace warrant, or warrant for a riot, 
rout, affray, or breach of the peace, and for all warrants, 
where fines are to be assessed by a jury, before the Police 
Judge or any Justice of the Peace, and to a fee of twen- 
ty-five cents for all other warrants for penalties, forfeit- 
ures, and debts, to be tried by the Police Judge or Justice 
of the Peace without a jury, and to a fee of twelve and 
a half cents for summoning a witness, and to the same 
fees from the State, to be paid out of the Treasury and 
county levy, for serving felony warrants and warrants 
against slaves for misdemeanors, as Constables are for 
like services. He is allowed to take replevin bonds on 
all executions in which a replevy is allowed by law, and 
make the same payable in three months to the plaintiff 
in the execution; he shall be subject to the same proceed- 
ings, and liable to the same penalties, as Sheriffs and 
Constables are in like cases for the non-performance of 
any of the duties enjoined in this act. And should a va- 
cancy occur in the office of Marshal, the same may be 
filled, until the next regular election, by appointment of 
the Board of Trustees. Should the Marshal fail or refuse 
to carry into execution any order made by the Trustees, 
for such failure or refusal said Trustees may fine him not 
exceeding ten dollars, which they may retain out of his 
salary. 
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§ 22. That if, on the first day of August, there may be 1858. 
due and unpaid any tax or taxes upon any lot or fractions 
of a lot in said town, which tax or taxes may be impos- 
ed by virtue of this act, it shall be the duty of the Board 
of Trustees of the town of Hopkinsville tq cause to be 
published, in a newspaper of the town, for the time be- 
ing, a list of all the lots and fractions of lots on which 
the tax or taxes may be unpaid, and also the amount due 
and unpaid upon each lot and fraction of lot respectively 
for one month, by successive weekly publications, and 
they shall also state, in a riote appended to said list, the 
day or days in which said lots or fractions of lots, or so 
much of each lot or fraction of a lot, will be sold, as may 
be necessary to discharge and pay off the tax or taxes 
due thereon, respectively; and a copy of said list, as 
published, accompanied by the affidavit of the printer 
that the same has been published agreeably to the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be recorded in the Clerk's office 
of the Christian County Court, and when so recorded 
shall he prima facie evidence that said publication was 
made as prescribed by this act, and an attested copy of 
the same may be used on the trial of any cause, and shall 
have the same force and effect of other attested copies 
as now authorized by law. If the tajt or taxes thus due 
and advertised upon the lots or fractions, of lots are not 
paid on or before the time thus appointed for the sale, it 
shall be the duty of the Marshal or Collector to expose to 
sale, on the day or days so appointed, the said lots or 
fractions of lots, or so muchthereof as may be necessary 
to pay the tax or taxes due on them, respectively, to the 
highest bidder.

AN ACT to amend the charter of the towa of Yortaillea. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That on the first Monday in August next, and on 
the fir^t Monday in August biennially thereafter, an elec- 
tion shall be held at the court house in the town of Ver- 
sailles, for the choice of a Marshal for said town, who 
shall have the same quaiifloations, and hold his office for 
the same term as Sheriffs; and at said elections all per- 
sons now qualified by law to vote for the Chairman and 
Board of Trustees of said town shall be entitled to vote 
for Marshal. 

§ 2. Before said Marshal shall enter upon the discharge 
of the duties of his office, he shall take an oath of office, 
and before the Chairman and Board of Trustees of said 
town enter into bond, such as is hereinafter, required, with 
one or more good securities, to be approved by said board;

§ 6. That the officers of the election shall, within three 
days after the election provided for in the first section of 
this act, meet together at the office of the Clerk of Wood-

successful candidate, the other to the Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, who shall have the same spread upon 
the records of said board.

CHAPTER 345. 
AN ACT to incoporate the Bridgeport Female Institate. 

Whereas, sundry citizens of the town of Bridgeport, 
Kentucky, and of the vicinity thereof, desirous of estab- 
lishing a first class Female Institute, have for that purpose 
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united in the purchase of an eligible site in said town, 1858. 
and made all necessary improvements and arrangements 
for carrying into successful operation the purpose afore- 
said. Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§1. That John Mayhall, Jos. Terry, Benjamin Exum, Body corpora**. 
S. R. Hieronymus, and Andrew Neat, Trustees heretofore 
chosen, shall be and they are constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name and style of the ''Bridgeport 
Female Institute." 

§ 2. That the Trustees aforesaid, and their successors 
in office, shall have perpetual existence, by the name and 
style aforesaid; shall have the power to use a corporate 
seal, and change and alter the same at pleasure; shall 
have power to ijpceive and hold, for the benefit of said 
Institution, any lands, tenements, hereditaments, moneys, 
goods, chattels, or choses in action, by gift, donation, de- 
vise, contract, or purchase, heretofore or hereafter to be 
had or made, not exceeding fifty thousand dollars in value; 
to ratify any contract heretofore made by the Trustees; 
to make any contracts or agreements; to sue and he sued 
in their corporate name; to plead and be impleaded in 
any court of law or equity in this State, and to do and 
perform all such acts as any similar Institution is permit- 
ted to do or perform: Provided, They be not contrary to 
the laws of this State or of the United States. 

§ 3. That the Trustees incorporated by this act shall, at 
their first meeting after its passage, or as soon thereafter 
as may by them be deemed practicable, choose from their 
body a President, to be known as and styled the ^'Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees;" also, a Treasurer and 
Secretary, each of which officers shall be elected at the 
time hereinafter named, and to hold their offices for one 
year, or longer, at the discretion of the Board of Trustees. 
Should a vacancy at any time occur, in any of the offices 
aforesaid, from any cause whatever, the President of the 
board may call a n^eting thereof, for the purpose of fill- 
ing such vacancy, unless a vacancy should occur in the 
Board of Trustees; then, and in that event, the vacancy 
shall be supplied by the vote of the stockholders — the vote 
given by each to be in proportion to the amount of stock 
held by such voter.

act, as also the Treasurer and Secretary by them ap- 
pointed, shall hold their offices until the first Saturday in 
July next, at which time, and annually thereaAer, the 
stockholders shall, as provided in the third section of this 
act, proceed to fill such vacancies as shall have occurred 
in the Board of Trustees by the expiration of their terms 
ot office, by re-electing the same, or others in their stead,

AoMm^*^****^ such Professors and Teachers as may be deemed neces- 
sary and expedient. The faculty shall have the over- 
sight, care, government, and instruction of the students, 
and with the advice and concurrence of the Board of 
Trustees may confer degrees and give diplomas, which 
shall be as valid as those conferred by any other Institu- 
tion, College, or University of this or any State. 

§ 6. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep a faith- 
ful record of the moneys, &c., which may come into his 

TreMonir?' "** hands, and of such as may be paid out by him, but in no 

event shall any be paid out unless by order of the Board 
of Trustees. At the regular annual meetings he shall 
make a correct and intelligible exhibit of the financial 
condition of the corporation. It shall be the duty of the 
^*_ «a Secretary to keep, in a well-bound book the proceedings 

ury. of the meetings of the board, as well as of the stock- 

holders, and to do and pertornrall such acts are incident 
to his office. 

( 7. That said Trustees, or their successorB in office, 
shall have power and authority to maj^e all such by-laws, 

uwt'&c!*^* ^'' rules, and regulations for the government of said frcbool, 

and the management of all its concerns, as they may deem 
expedient, and to alter, annul, and amend the same at 
pleasure: Provided kowevevy That such by-laws, rules, and 
regulations be not repugnant to tht$ laws of this State or 
of the United States, nor inconsistent with any of the 
provisions of this charter. 

§ 8. The Legislature reserves the right to alter, amend,

AN ACT for the benefit of Wm. Smith, Clerk of the Grant Circuit Court. " 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

§1. That William Smith, Clerk of the Grant Circuit 
Court, be and he is hereby allowed the fbrthtr time of 
two years, from and after the passage of this act, within 
which to list for collection his fee bills, and to distrain for 
the same, any law to the contrary notwithstanding: Pro- 
vided, however^ The said William Smith shall, in all re- 
spects, be subject to the laws now in force in regard to 
the issuing and collecting illegal fee bills. 

§ 2. That said Smith shall, before he is entitled to the 
benefit of the provisions of this act, in the office of the 
Clerk of the Grant County Court, enter into bond with 
good security or securities, to be approved by the Clerk 
of said court, conditioned to pay all such costs and dam- 
ages as any person may sustain by reason of any viola- 
lation of the laws now in iorce in regard to the issuing or 
collecting of fee bills.

That a company is hereby formed, for the purpose 
of making a turnpike road, on the McAdam's plan, from 
the town of Millersburg to Cyhthiana, via Indian creek 
Meeting House, under the name and style of the Millers- 
bur^, Indian Creek Meeting House, and Cynthiana Turn- 
pike Koad Company;" and by that name and style shall 
be a body politic and corporate. 

k 2. The capital stock of said company shall be ten 
thousand dollars, divided into shares of one hundred dol- 
lars each.

C. Wilson; and that they 
procure books, and the subscribers of stock shall subscribe 
in said books an obligation to the following effect, viz: outsatioo. 
" We whose names are hereunto subscribed, do respec- 
tively promise to pay to the Millersburg, Indian Creek 
Meeting House, and Cynthiana Turnpike Road Company, 
the sum of one hundred dollars for each share of stock 
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set opposite to our names, in such proportion, and at s>uch

§ 4. When fif\y shares are subscribed, said Commission* 
ers, or a majority of them, shall notify the stockholders,

§ 8. So soon as said company is organized the President 
and Directors shall possess all the powers, authority, 
rights, and privileges, and may do all acts and things 
necessary for carrymg on and completing said road, and 
shall be subject to all the duties, qualificatioiis, restric- 
tioni*, penalties, fines, and forfeitures, (if any.) and be en- 
titled to like tolLs and profits as are given and granted to 
the Maysville and Lexington Turnpike Road Company; 
and all the acts approved January 22nd, 1827, incorporat- 
ing the Ma}'sville and Lexington Turnpike Road Compa- 
ny, are hereby enacted as part hereof, except so far as 
provided by this act, and as* may come in collision with 
the provisions of the same, and except, also, so much of 
the provisions of the 14th section thereof as requires no-

be completed, and a license from him to erect gates, &c., ' 

(ihe President and Directors being authorized to perform 
that duty,) and also excepting the whole of the 27th, '^Sth, 
and 29th sections of said act. 

§ 0. The President and Directors of said company shall 
locate the same on the most practicable route, and they 
shall fix the elevation of the grade, as above provided. 

^ 10. The President and Directors, as soon as — miles wbtnmay 
is completed, may erect a toll-gate thereon, at which they ^ 

may collect tolls such as are contemplated by the 8th sec- 
tion of this act. 

§ 11. That the stock subscribed by the Bourbon County ^^;2i'*t!J 
Court shall be expended in making the road lying and •<!. 
bi'ing in the county of Bourbon only; and the dividends 
arising from the stock so subscribed shall, when so col- 
lected, be appropriated to lessening the county levy. 

§ 12. That all persons who shall subscribe stock in said sioeukoidert 
road, and have had to work upon said road, are hereby w^rkiBfOBrMMi 
exempt from working on any other road: Provided^ 2Said 
road is located so that the present road does not have to 
be kept open. 

^ 13. That all persons who subscribe stock in said road 
shall be exempt from toll going to or from church, elec- 
tions, mills, or funeral processions, or any member of 
their families.

^ 3. That a tax of three cents on each one hundred dol- 
Tkxi^rroftd lars of the ad valorem valuation of property as assessed 
^^ for State revenue, and a poll tax of one dollar and twen- 

ty-five cents for said purpoBcs, shall be assessed on all 
white males and free males of color between the ages of 
twenty-one and litlty years, and one dollar on all male 
slaves of color over twenty-one and under fifty years of 
age; all other persons in said county shall be exempt 
from a poll tax for road purposes. And the Clerk of the 
County Court of Boone shall, in 1856, and every year 
thereafter, open one column throughout the tax book, 
which is to be delivered to the Sheriff of said county, and 
shall head said column '^road tax/' and shall set down 
therein, opposite each person's name, the amount of soch 
person a road tax, uniting the ad valorem teiX, and the lev- 
ies in one sum; and if any error shall occur in such ag- 
gregation and rendition of the rond tax, it may be cor- 
rected at any time by the said Clerk, or on his refusal, by 
said court. 

$ 4. Before said tax book shall be delivered to the Sher- 
«aSboJdio*cot- *ff of said county, he shall execute bond before said 
iMttazM,*e. County Court, in a sufficient penalty, with two good se- 
curities, conditioned that he will faithfully collect and pay 
over, according to law, all taxes and levies, and other 
sums appropriated to road purposes in said county; and 
after complying with this requisition he shall proceed to 
collect said road taxes and levies as he does other taxes 
and levies, and shall pay over the same to the orders of 
the Boone County Court as fast as collected, if so re- 
quired; and said Sheriff shall be entitled to two per cent, 
on the amount of road taxes and levies he collects, which 
shall be full compensation for collecting and paying over 
said road taxes and levies; and for all other services he 
may perform under this act; and the said court shall bring 
said Sheriff to a full settlement of all road fines and 
claims which have come into his hands at least once in 
each year. 
§ 5. The several road districts in said county shall each 
wcMTweT^ be entitled to an equal yearly amount or allowance out of 
RapanofroMi Said road fuud, which shall be delivered to the Sheriff, 
^'^ and paid over by him to the several superintendents at 

the time of delivering the copy appointing him overseer. 
And said superintendent shall lay out and expend the 
same to the best advantage for the improvement and re- 
pair of the roads; and he shall be entitled to an allow- 
ance of one dollar per day for each day he devotes to 
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the working and repairing said roads: Promded, That no 1858. 
overseer Bhall receive more than five dollars for his per- 
sonal services in any one year. 

( 6. The said County Court shall have power to appoint conaty omiw 
and for cause to remove the overseers of roads, and on SSm^ ^""^ 
motion of the County Attorney to render judgment *•• 
against an overseer for any unexpended balance which 
may remain in his hands upon his resignation or removal 
from office, and to render judgment against the Sheriff 
and his securities fitr any sum or sums not paid over oc- 
cordingto law: Provided however^ That no judgment on 
motion shall be rendered unless there be ten days notice 
of such motion, and the same shall be carried on in the 
name of the county of Boone; said court may also release 
infirm or indigent persons from the payment of the road 
levies, and alter and change the road districts, so as to 
keep the amount of labor about the same in each. 

§ 7. That every overseer shall keep an accurate ac- 
count of all moneys received by him, to whom paid, and bTupiL 
for what purpose, and shall return the same to the County 
Court at its March term in each year, verified by his oadb 
before some Justice of the Peace for said county, and in 
like manner, when any overseer shall resign, he return 
said account to the court next succeeding the time of re- 
signation, verified by hi«) oath as aforesaid; and said over- 
seer shall be responsible to the court for any moneys re- 
ceived by him, not properly and lawfully accounted for, 
which shall be placed in the hands of his successor, to be 
expended in the same district. And any overseer not 
keeping the roads in his district in as good repair as the 
means at his disposal will enable him to do, shall be liable 
to indictment in the Circuit Court oi Boone county, and 
upon the verdict of the jury shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than ten nor more than]twenty-five dollars. 

§ 8. That it shall be the duty of the several overseers, pJd2V!5t2 
when they are working the roads, to employ anv person 
who lives in his district that is a tax payer, and who wish- 
es and makes application to work out the amount of his 
tax on the roacf: And provided further^ The Clerk of the 
County Court shall be allowed ten cents for each certifi- 
cate he may make out.

CHAPTER 367.; 
AN ACT to incorpOTftte the Salem Baptist Church, in Shelby connty. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That H. S. Carriss, A. J. Meeks, Allen Robertson, 
and C. Y. Freeman, and their successors in office, be and 
they are hereby created a body politic and corporate, by 
the name and style of the ^'Trustees of the Salem Baptist 
Church in Shelby county;" and by that name to have 
perpetual succession, with all powers incident to corpora- 
tions, for the purpose of contracting and being contracted 
with, of suing and being sued, of pleading and being im- 
pleaded, so far as may be necessary to protect and pre- 
serve the rights, titles, privilegies, and immunities of said 
church, which now do, may, or shall hereaAer belong to 
the same; also, to buy any lot or lots and receive convey- 
ance therefor, or for any other real estate which may have 
been heretofore purchased by the Trustees of said charch, 
or by other persons for the use of the same, or which may 
hereafter be given or devised to them for the use of said 
church, all of which property shall pass to them and their 
successors in office forever, pursuant to the desire or ex- 
press limitation of the donor or grantor. 

§ 2. That the said Trustees, hereby appointed, shall 
continue in office so long as they shall continue to be 
members of said church unless they shall sooner resign 
or refuse to act; and whenever vacancies occur it shall 
be lawful for the same to be filled pursuant to said church 
discipline, and the roles and regulations of said Trustees. 
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( 8. That a majority of said Trnsteea shall conetitute a 1858. 

qaortim to do btisinefis, and as such it shall be their duty, """^ 

and they are hereby authorized and empowered, to keep 
a fair record of all their proceedings, and to appoint all 
each ofBcers as they may see proper and fit, in pursuance 
of their church discipline, and to pass such by-laws and 
regulations, relative to the government and control of 
^whatever property they may possess, as they may think 
proper, not inconsistent with the rules and discipline of 
said church, the constitution of the United States, of this 
State, and the laws of the same.

CHAPTER 368. 
AN ACT to establish a tobacco inspection and warehouse at Majfield. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That inspections of leaf tobacco in hogsheads may inroeeuont aod 
be established in the town of Ma\'field; and warehouses .Tlffi*!!*" *•" 
for the inspection, storage, and sale of tobacco shall be 
built of brick, or stone, or of scantling inclosed with 
strong planks well nailed on, or of logs so close as to 
keep safely and prevent injury from the weather to arti- 
cles stored therein, with a good tight roof, and proper 
fastenings to the doors and windows; the house shall be 
so constructed as to keep safely and secure, and guard 
against fire and weather, as far as practicable, all tobacco 
stored therein; and such houses shall, at all times, be 
kept in good repair and condition for receiving, storing, 
inspecting, selling, and delivering tobacco in hogsheads; 
such warehouses shall be hereafter established in the town 
of Mayfield. 

§ 2. Such warehouses shall be used for storing, &c., of Dauetof pro* 
tobacco, as aforesaid, and shall be kept open and in a louie" **'"*'* 
proper condition, with the necessary conveniences to re- 
ceive, inspect, sell, and deliver hogsheads of tobacco; the 
proprietors of each tobacco warehouse within said town 
shall provide, and constantly keep the same in good or- 
der, scales of sufficient size and strength to weigh, with 
convenient standard weights, at least one ton weight, 
which shall be tested at least once in every year, and 
oftener if required by the standard of weights and meas- 
ures; and shall provide one or more coopers and able 
bodied men to do the coopering and handle the tobacco 
stored, inspected, and sold in such warehouse, and to do 
all things needful in receiving, sto ring, inspecting, sell- 
ing, coopering, and delivering hogsheads of tobacco; 
shall likewise provide and keep in each warehouse a well 
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1858. bound book of proper Bize, to be entered therein the 
"• ' marks, number, gross, tare, and net weight, and when re- 

ceived, when inspected, when sold, and when delivered, 
the owner's or planter's name, the name of the purchase 
er, the price and fees of each hogshead of tobacco in- 
spected and sold at such warehouse; to make out bills for 
the planter, and weigh and mark each hogshead of tobac* 
CO, and to collect, if required to do so, the money arisiui^ 
from the sales for the planter, and pay the same over to 
him. 
^ 3. No inspector shall directly or indirectly, for him- 

ioi1»de"in**io- ^®"' ^^ ^^V ^^bcr pcrsou, be engaged in buying or selling 
teeeo,dko. tobacco at any warehouse of which he is inspector. Each 

proprietor of every tobacco warehouse within said town 
shall be liable for the good conduct of his servants, and 
for the shfe keeping and delivery of tobacco stored in 
such warehouse, except in cases of fire or unavoidable 
casualities; and shall deliver all tobacco to the owner on 
the sidewalk within reasonable time after demand at the 
warehouse, and presentation of the receipt therefor to one 
of the proprietors of the house or his Clerk, and tender 
of the fees due the warehouse upon such tobacco. 

^ 4. No fire shall be made in any tobacco warehouse in 
ifoflre allowed said town, except in the Clerk's office or business rooms, 
awaro ooiet. ^^^ ^^^^ phall be taken that the fire-place or stove and 
pipe shall be arranged to guard against fires. 

§ 5. That each proprietor shall enter into bond with 
wmSwVS^U S^^^ security, to be approved by the Judge of the Graves 
fiv« bond, die. County Court, payable to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, in the penal sum of two thousand dollars, well and 
truly to do, perform, and comply with all the provisions of 
this act, and the injured party, if any, may sue thereon 
and recover as in other cases; and any such proprietors 
shall also pay a fine, not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
unto the Commonwealth, to be recovered by suit before 
the County Judge of Graves county, for any failure, refu- 
sal, or neglect of the duties herein required. 

§ 6. That in the month of April, 1858, and every two 
SpoffuMMl^ years thereafter, the County Judge of Graves county shall 
(on. appoint three competent citizens and residents of Ken- 

tucky, having due regard to the recommendation of the 
owners of the houses, inspectors of leaf tobacco for the 
town of Mayfield, who shall hold their offices for two 
years, or until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied; they may be removed from office at any time for 
good cause tod inability to act, or removal from the coun- 
ty shall be a just cause of removal; and the County Judge 
may fill any vacancy in said office from any cause. No 
inspector of tobacco shall be directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in any tobacco warehouse within said town, nor 
shall he, in any manner, be concerned or interested in 
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IMircha^ing or {nulling of Ipnf tobacco by the bogRhead or !lft5R. 
0086 in the hand during their continuance in office, any 
such act shall be cause of removal from office; and the 
inspectors shall from 8 o'clock A. M., to 5 o'clock P. M., 
of each day, attend to the inspection of tobacco when 
called upon to do so; and shall, in the month of January 
in each year, render to the County Court of Graves coun- 
ty a true account, in writing, of the number of hogsheads 
of tobacco inspected by them the previous year at each 
vrarehouse; they shall, likewise, in their annual report, 
state the condition of each warehouse within the town, 
the quantity each is capable of holding, *and make such 
suggestions as they may think will promote the inspec- 
tion and sale of leaf tobacco in said town. 

§ 7. That said inspectors shall superintend the weigh- Dntiatoria- 
ing of each hogshead of tobacco after they have inspect- *^^^^^ 
ed it, and the weighing of Ihe empty hogshead, and to 
see that the proper weight — gross, tare, and net — is 
marked on one of the heads of the same; theyshall cause 
each hogshead of tobacco to be uncased and broke in 
different places, not exceeding three, and take from each 
hogshead samples; they may make a more extensive ex- 
amination, by breaking the tobacco oflener, if deemed 
necessary to test its quality. If two inspectors shall 
agree that any hogshead of tobacco inspected by them is 
good, sound, well conditioned, merchantable, and clear of 
trash, they shall mark it ''passed," if they consider it not 
of such quality, they shall mark it ''refused;" and each 
hogshead inspected by them shall be marked on one of 
heads ''passed" or "refused," as the case may be, and 
shall be so designated in the note to be issued for the 
same. Each inspector shall receive twenty cents for each 
hogshead inspected by him, to be paid by the owner or 
agent. 

§ 8. The fees to be collected by the proprietors or own- fm», «•. 
era of each warehouse shall be as follows: One dollar 
and fifteen cents for receiving, weighing, coopering, mark- 
ing, and making out bills of sales, &c., fifty cents storage, 
and sixty cents for inspection, payable to the inspectors; 
of this amount the planter or owner shall pay one dollar, 
and the purchaser or holder of the note, payable upon the 
execution and delivery of said note by the proprietor, one 
dollar and twenty-five cents. 

§ 9. The following shall be the form of the note to be ^rwmoimt^ 
signed by said three inspectors for each hogshead of to- 
bacco inspected by them: " Kentucky 

warehouse, inspected on the day of , 

18 , for , one hogshead of leaf tobacco, 

marked , No. , gross , tare , net , which 
we have passed, (or refused, as the case may be.)" The 
note to be printed, and on\ler the names of the inspectors 
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ehall be th« following receipt, also printed, and to b« 
signed by the proprietor of the warehouse, or by some 
authorized person for him: "Received of , 

the above hogsfhead of tobacco, to be delivered to him or 
his assigns when demanded at my (or our) warehouse in 

, upon the presentation of this note nod 
receipt, and payment of the warehouse fees, day of 

. 18 ." Which note and property, in the to- 
bacco described therein, shall pass by the possessioci of 
said note. 

^ 10. The inspectors shall see that the proper entries 
are made upon the note-book to be kept as herein provi- 
ded, and that hogsheads of tobacco are properly stored and 
taken care of, and shall, before they enter upon the duties of 
their office, take an path before a Justice of the Peace for 
Graves county well and truly and faithfully, without parti- 
ality , discharge the duties of the office of tobacco inspector 
of May field, as herein directed. A certificate of said oatli 
shall be filed with the Clerk of the County Court. £ach. 
inspector shall, likewise, before he enters upon the duties 
of said office, enter into bond with good security, to be 
approved by the County Court, payable to the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, in the penal sum of two thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the true and faithful performance 
of his duty according to the provisions of this act — which 
bond may be sued upon and recovery had as in other 
oases. And each inspector shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered by suit 
before the County Judge of Graves county, at the instance 
of any person aggrieved, in the name of the Common- 
wealth, lor n failure, refusal, or neglect of any of the da- 
ties or obligations required by this act. 

§11. No planter or owner of tobacco shall be com- 
pelled to take it to any warehouse in said town, or 
have the same inspected or sold at auction or other- 
wise, and if sold at auction in eillier of said warehous- 
es may refuse to take the price at which the same was 
cried oflf. 

$ 12. No owner or proprietor «of any established tobac- 
co warehouse in Mayfield shall sell, or suflTer to be sold, 
at public out-cry in said warehouse, by sample, any to- 
bacco in hogsheads unless said tobacco has been inspect- 
ed by two of the inspectors of tobacco in said town, and 
for such offense shall be subject to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, to be recovered by suit before the 
County Judge of Graves county, at the instance of any 
person aggrieved in the name of the Commonwealth. 

§ 13. It any hogshead of tobacco shall remain in arty 
warehouse twelve months the owneHor proprietor of ths 
warehouse shall be entitled to one dollar extra storage, 
and at the same rats for the time it remains over ons 
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year; and should tobacoo be stored in any warehooflCi, 1858. 
ivhich remained unsold for more than a year, and should 
be taken away without inspectiop, the owners of any 
fl»ch tobacco shall pay the proprietor of the warehouse 
atorage of one dollar for the first year, and the like sum 
for each subsequent year the same may remain on sto- 
rage. A lien is given upon all tobacco stored or sold in 
finy establiahed warehouse to the proprietor of said house 
for his fees, and to the inspectors for their fees. 

§ 14. It shall be the duty of the inspectors, when re* ,„\°*pJJ**^2 
quested by the owner or purchaser of tobacco, to seal the samples, a«. 
samples made by them with marics and numbers corres- 
ponding with those upon the hogshead from which it was 
taken, for which they shall receive a fee of five oents per 
■ample, to be paid by the pereon requestipg it to be done^ " 
It shall be the duty of the inspectors to sell the tobacco 
at public out-cry, if so desired by the owner or planter, 
at the regular established tobacco warehouse in said towD 
free of charge. 

§<15. That all acts or parts of acts^ coming in conflict 
with this act, are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 360. 

AN ACT to iDCOrporate the Stony Point and Seamand's Mill Tarnpike Road 

Cempaaj. 

Be it enacted by the General Asserntly of the "Commonwealth 
ef Kentucky : 

§ 1. That a company is hereby formed, for the purppse corporate 
of making a turnpike road on the l\|e Adams' plan, ■****y'*' 
from Stony Point Meeting House, in Bourbon county, to 
a point on the Paris- and North Middletown turnpike 
where the road from Stony Point intersects said road, un- 
der the name and style of the ^'Stony Point and Sefi^ 
mand's Mill Turnpike Boad Company," and by thai 
name shall be a body politic and corporate. 

§2. The capital stock of said company shall be ten capital stodt. 
thousand dollars, divided into shares of fifty dollars eacbv 
Subscriptions for stock in said company shall be opened 
in North Middfetown on or before the first day of March 
aext, or in reasonable time thereafter. 

9 3. That the following persons are hereby appointed commiMioMf^ 
Gommissidners to perform the duties required by this act: 
Harvey Kerr, P. J. Seamands, Thomas J. Mitchell, John 
W. Hedge, and A. Frank Brown; and that they procure 
books, and the subscribers for stock shall subscribe in 
said book an obligation to the eflTect, viz: **We, whose 
names are hereunto subscribed do respectively promise to^ 
{Mty to the Stony Point and Seamands' Mill Turnpike 
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Road Company the eum of fifty dollars for each share of 
Btock Bet opposite our namei?, in 9uch proportion, and nt 
snch times, as shall be determined by said corporation." 

^ 4. When one hundred and sixty shares of stock are 
subscribed said Commissioners, or a minority of them, 
shall notify the stockholders, in the most public places 
along the read, and in North Mlddletown and at Stony 
Point, fortviro weeks in succession, of the fact, and call a 
meeting of the stockholders at such time and place as 
they may designate in such notice, for the purpose of 
choosing officers; and in the election of officers each 
shareholder shall be entitled to one vote for each share, 
and may vote in person or by proxy in writing. 

§ 5. The width of said road shall not be more than fif- 
ty ieet, and the part covered with metal not less than six- 
teen feet. 

§ 6. The officers of said company shall consist of a 
President and four Directors, and a Treasurer; and the 
President and Directors shall keep a record of their pro- 
ceedings in a well bound book, which shall at all times 
be accessible to each and every one of the stockholders 
for inspection, upon applicati n to said board. They 
may. at their discretion, employ the services of a Clerk, 
and pay him such compensation as they deem proper. 

§ 7. The Bourbon County Court may subscribe stock in 
said company, a majority oi its Justices being present and 
concurring, by an order directing its Clerk to make such 
8ubi«crlption, and when made shall be obligatory on said 
County Court. And to enable said court to pay such sub- 
scription, when made, it is hereby empowered to levy a 
tax on the lands and other estate of the citizens of said 
county, subject to State revenue, not to exceed six cents 
on the one hunilred dollars worth of property in any one 
year; and said tax, when levied, shall he collected by the 
Sheriff of said county, and by him paid over to the Coun- 
ty Treasurer, on or bef.>re the lirjt day of January next 
succeeding the year in which the same is levied and to 
be paid; and the County Treasurer shall pay the same at 
such time and places, and in such manner and amounts, 
as shall be required of him by the President and Direc- 
tora of said company: Promdcd^ That the dividends aris- 
ing on the Htocks thus taken by said County Court shall 
be applied, when collected, towards lessening the county 
levy. 

^ 8. So soon as said company shall organise the Presi* 
dent and Directors shall possess all the powers, authori- 
ties, rights, and privileges, and may do aU the acts and 
things necessary for letting, contracting, and completing 
said turnpike roud, and shall be subject to all the duties, 
qualifications, and restrictions, penalties, fines, and A>r« 
fcitures, (if any,) and be entitled to like tolls and profits 
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as are given and granted to the Maysville and Lexington 1858. 
'turnpike Road Company; and alt the provisions of the 
act, approved January 22nd, 1827, incorporating the 
Maysville and Lexington Turnpike Koad Company, are 
hereby enacted as part hereof, except so far as provided 
by this act, or may come in collision with the provisions 
of the same, and except also so much of the provision of 
the 14th section thereof as requires notice to the Gover- 
nor when five miles of said road sbali be completed, and 
a license from him to erect gates, 6cc — the President and 
Directors being hereby authorized to perform that duty — 
and also excepting the whole of the 27th, 28th, and 29th 
sectitms of said act. 

} 9. That the President and Directors of said company Loe&uo&effwi 
shall locate said road on the line of the old road, as now 
established, from Stony Point to its intersection with the 
Paris and North Middletown turnpike; and they shall fix 
the elevation of the grade of said road: Provided, That ^ 

said President and Directors may vary from the line oi 
said old road, by first obtaining the consent of the owner 
or owners of the land where such variation may occur. 

§ 10. The President and Directors, as soon as paid road >«»y«»^«*««* 
shall be completed, may erect a toll-gate thereon, at 
which they may collect such tolls as are contemplated by 
the 8th section of this act; and they shall have the power 
to collect toll for one mile wherever a fraction of a mile 
may occcur. 

§ 11. That the President and Directors of said compa- JSJ^'SSSjJJi** 
ny shall not be required, in the completion of said road, 
to erect bridges at the crossings of Strodes creek and Sto- 
ner creek, but shall complete said road to low water mark 
at the margiiis of said creeks at said crossings; and that 
the failure to erect said bridges shall no thereby affect the 
rights and privileges of said company, as conferred by 
this act. 

§ 12. That the Sheriff, for collecting and paying over ^^^"^^ 
the road tax to be assessed by the County Court under •**•"«*• 
this act, shall be allowed five per cent, on the amount col- 
lected and paid over; and for failing to perform the duties 
prescribed by this act, they shall be subject to all the lia- 
bilities which they would incur for a like failure in the 
dischai^e of their duties as collectors of the State reve- 
nue. 

§ 13. That all persons who may subscribe stock to said noi^S^JtkVm 
road shall not when the same has been completed, be '^**'*- 
compelled to work upon any other road.

vices, or processions, shall be exempted from paying tolls.

CHAPTER 371.

That so much of the 0th section of an act, entitled, an 
act incorporating Gilmore's Lick and Crab Orchard turn- 
pike road company, be so amended as to allow a toll gate

CHAPTER 378. 

AN ACT to incorporate the RolliDff Fork and St. Maryf Toraplke Road 

Company, in Maripu csunty. 

Be it enacted by the General Assemhly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky:

the power, in the manner herein prescribed, to change the 
subscription and mode of payment made by said county, 
under the amended charter, of the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars to aid in the construction of the branch 
railroad leading through the county of Logan, in the di- 
rection to Memphis.
